It is a very interesting sight to see eighty 
pretty little girls looking up into tlieir 
teachers' fuces.eager to excel in every stitch 
taken. Some of tlie larger girls are cutting 
and making dresses for themselves and 
doing g md work. 

Tlie cook ing department is always inter- 
esting to visit and tlie results must be sal- 
isfuctory. It was said lust year by a father 
whose daughter learned to cook at the 
school, that she lias since made all tlie bread 
of tlie family and they had never hud 1 
better. 

The carpentry room for boys is in charge 
of Mr. Joseph Owen who is u very faithful 
uml painstaking teacher. The boys ought 
to realize the privilege of such Instruction 
> ill youth. At tile close of the term there 
will be uu exhibition and sale, and if tlie 
ladies interested in the school would order 
tome useful things made at t lie school, such 
as sleeve boards, knife trays, breadboards, 
etc . it would encourage tlie boys. 

The school is in session every morning 
except .Saturday and visitors are always 
welcome.

Levi F. Warren wi: no common person. 
The make-up of such a character should ho 
known nnd studied, especially by the young 
dnring their formative age, that those with 
ambition, energy and high aspirations may 
have an ideal in a man they hat e seen, 
known and h< nored. West Newton was 
highly favored and enriched when over 
fifty years since, Horace Mann made his 
residence in the then obscure hamlet; soon 
the State Normal school was removed from 
Lexington, with Rev. Cyras Peirce at Its 
head Then came Wm. Parker, superin- 
tendent Boston and Worcester railroad, 
Messrs. Chesboro and Wbltwell, distin- 
guished engineers who introduced the Co- 
chitnate into Boston, Rev. Jos. S. Clarke 
secretary Home Missionary Society, a man 
of publio spirit ; these were followed by a 
score of noble men, with equally broad 
thinking wives. Hawthorne, Theodore 
Parker, David Lee Child, Wm. A. A loot t, 
with Lytlia Maria Child, Elizabeth Pea- 
body, Catherine Beecher, also made West 
New ton their residence for a longer or 
shorter time. Those acquainted with the 
spirit animating the above, will under- 
stand wbat an impetus was given to the 
village, democratic, broad and liberal, dis- 
placing the narrow views which had ob- 
tained here, w ith the social, literary, moral 
and religious spirit belonging to a more 
elevate*! standard. Into this community 
came Levi F. Warren twenty-seven years 
ago, to train and educate the youth of the 
same, and bow nobly and ably he has dis- 
charged the high trust, the thousands who 
have come under his influence and their 
parents testify with no dissenting voice. 

Mr. Warren's mother was a member of 
tbe writer's parents family previous to her 
marriage.

After graduatirg with 
distinction at Bridgewater, Mr. Warren 
accepted a position as principal in one of 
the grammar schools of Salem, where he 
achieved a high reputation as teacher ami 
trainer of youth. In I$U9 the late George 
E. Allen, then chairman of tlie hoard of 
school committee, invited Mr. Warren to 
take charge of the Peirce school in West 
Newton, where lie has maintained the 
reputation and character of being one of 
the ablest instructors and managers of 
a school in Massachusetts. It is tlie writ- 
er's opinion that our late friend lias, for 
years, allowed his unselfish devotion to 
professional duties, to monopolize his 
hours to the exclusion of sufficient sleep 
and the recreative influences which are 
found iu the delights of social surround- 
ings with freedom from the absorbing cares 
and perplexities, inseparable from an 
earnest professional life. While we mourn 
our friend's early physical removal we 
heartily join in the hymn

Frederic Barbarossa once had a home 11)1 
there. lie is said to have become very 
tired of hearing of the great works done 
by Emperor Tiberius, who rioted at the 
oilier end of the island, on the opposing 
height, and therefore to have destroyed 
much of the former Emperor's work. It.'s 
villa, or palace, was on a sightly eminence 
on the northern shoulder of Mt. Solaro, 
and overlooking a precipice. Its site is not 
so hard to reach as that of Kmperor T., for 
a carriage road leads now to Anaeapri, past 
the place of the palace. Up this road we 
were carried. We found it smooth, no- 
where so steep as to require us to get out 
and walk ; winding about, often on narrow- 
ledges— wide enough, however, for car- 
riages to meet and pass ; and passing at 
length into the streets of the village. This 
is beautifully situated, looking down upon 
the Ray of Naples and westward toward 
Ischia. I was surprised to find so much 
room on the west and northwest slopes of 
the mountain. Room and to spare for the 
pretty village and for vineyards and orch- 
ards. The mount towers high behind the 
village, and some tourists find their way to 
the top. Rut no road or footpath is visible 
on its side. The eastern side fulls sheer 
for hundreds of feet. A mountain good 
for goats, no doubt. 

Tourists, male and female, go up from 
Marina and Capri village to Anaeapri. We 
met some returning pedestrians and passed 
others leisurely traveling. We found by 
the roadside the professional beggars. In 
a deeii recess in the steep rook is a figure of 
the Virgin Mary witli a cross beside her. 

We drove through and then, without en- 
tering the church or molls, whereare “ beer 
and w ine (Massala a specialty) and rooms 
to let," we returned andMescended. From 
the road on the mountain side the views of 
Village Capri and of the other mountain 
peaks of the island (Mt. St. Michaels, on 
which are large vineyards and over the 
side of which one passes on his way to 
Villa Tiberius, and another on which is a 
telegraph ami signal station!, and of* the 
bay seen from different points, and of Na- 
ples ami Vesuvius, and of the towns 011 the 
coast of the mainland, were mspiringly 
beautiful. 

After lunch we found boatmen more rea- 
sonable, but we learned also that there is 
an island tax of l 1-4 francs, about 2fi cents, 
for each person entering the grotto, and 
that the boatman is responsible for collect- 
ing this tax ; at any rate we were so told, 
and we paid accordingly. A stout-handed 
young fellow rowed us to the grotto, a dis- 
tance of a mile and a quarter, in good time. 
We dropped down into the boat and hud 
an easy entrance through the low and nar- 
row and short passage-way in the rock, 
and were at once in the extensive grotto, 
large enough for a fleet of bateaux. As 
ours wa.Mlie only one at that hour we had 
it all to ourselves, ami took time to get our 
eyes accustomed to the light and to see the 
height and breadtli of the grotto ami to ex- 
plore recesses in the sides, one of which is 
called the "saloon.” The rear Is divided 
into two parts by a projecting rock, and to 
the rigid of a small landing place in the 
center of this are some broken steps lead- 
ing to an ancient passuge long since tilled 
up, which is supposed to have communi- 
cated w ith one of the many villas w hich 
Tiberius built on the island. The vault of 
tlu- giotto is 40 feet high, the greatest 
length 1.4 ini feet and the greatest breadth 
is over n o feet, and depth of water SO fret. 

As the boat sho< ts through the entrance 
the water, blue indeed w ithout, becomes 
more deeply blue ami continues so for 
several yards. There it gradually loses 
color, as the light from without does not 
penetrate so fully to the farthest side. The 
light within comes not only tlnough the 
opening in the wall, but, as the rock on the 
right near the eutrance does not extend far 
below tile surface, much light steuls ill un- 
der the wall. As the sun was shining 
brightly we saw the grotto ut its best. Our 
boatinaii cut from the far wall specimens 
of the corals attached to the rock below the 
water line, then we turned to leave. And 
then, to our eyes accustomed to the light, 
tlie transcendent blueness of the water 
near the entrance was first revealed. The 
effect was indescribable. The water shone 
like transparent blue crystal, a little molten 
sea of u. I cannot better describe It. It 
seemed u> if it might be quarried out in 
blocks blue enough and pure enough for 
the w alls of heaven. We tarried a moment 
on tlie bosom of it, feeling t hut w e might 
be descending it. An object dipped into 
the w ater there appears completely silvered 
over— the hand, for example, or the blade 
of an oar. It is not necessary to hire your 
boat man to swim there. 

Rowing buck, our oarsman pointed out 
to us the ruins of some of tlie villus of Ti- 
berius ami of his " Baths,” which were not 
fur from tlie Murinu. lie left us ut the 
steamer, w hich was soon ready to start for 
Sorrento, where we landed and look lodg- 
ings ut the clmi ming Lorelei Hotel, where 
we would gladly have stayed several days. 

\\'e " landed,” i said. The landing was, 
us usual, on the buy, from a row boat, ami 
was peculiar, for we were jumped or 
dumped overboard. The hotel "runner,” 
to muke sure of us, and to save us, lie said, 
the expense of a vettura, rowed us away 
from the stone steps where other passen- 
gers sturled to climb the perpendicular 
dill and carried us through rough waters, 
rolling sborewurds, a lull eighth of a mile 
to the Lorelei landing, or w hat was so 
called. A shout and a w histle brought a 
hoy dow n the cliff, lie caught up a plank 
which hud two very slim legs nulled on ut 
one end and threw it leg end foremost 
toward the boat, w hich was unsteady uud 
pounding its bottom on tlie rocks. The 
legs struck a rock and broke oil and the 
plunk fell into tlie sea.

entity. Sorrento is famed for its inlaid 
wood work and fancy silk articles. We 
purchased a few ricordos (inlaid wood 
work chiefly), and then took carriage for 
the drive to Amalfi. As we drove out of 
town there were orange groves to right of 
us and orange groves to left of us, ail rich 
in full wealth of their golden fruit. The 
road is new and as smooth as a floor. It 
winds its way among bills, over and around 
them, offering views of Costellaniare and 
other places. In a short time we came in 
sight of the Bay of Salerno. From that 
time till we arrived here in Amalfi there 
was a rapid succession of views beautiful 
or ernnu, almost overpoweringly so— con- 
stant surprises by the blue water of the bay 
hundreds of feet below, mid above perpen- 
dicular cliffs hundreds of feet in height, on 
shelves of which our road otten lay. The 
sun lay on the sea ilia broad expanse of 
golden light. Tito sky was clear, not a 
speck of a cloud, and deeply blue. The nir 
wns fresh and exhilarating. Up bill, on 
level benches, down bill, as the road turned 
aside to go around a ravine in the moun- 
tains, revealing far below between the 
opening heights a village of fishermen, then 
up again around another spur, and so for 
hours, in and out. up and down, always far 
above the level of the bay, always on one 
band rock walls which had been blasted 
away down many a meter to make the 
roadway, or threatening crags, or moun- 
tains rising sharply from the heads of the 
ravines around which wo passed; now amt 
then a waterfall coming from great heights 
and passing under the road to liml the sea; 
here and there olives ami vines 011 terraces 
below us; through two or three tunnels, 
liigh arched, mid then Into Amalfi. We 
passed through Positano and Prajano and 
Conca, towns in the recesses of the hills, 
the buildings in them rising upon terrace 
above terrace, so that it seems as if one 
must use one row of houses as steps to the 
next above. No streets in sight. Far up 
the hills white houses shine in lovely isola- 
tion. Many picturesque views those towns 
present. Seen from the gulf, this whole 
coast along which we have come must show 
many a wild landscape. I 11 the gulf are 
the three Siren islands. Where else in the 
world can one get so much enjoyment out 
of a few hours' drive as on the road from 
Sorrento hither? Not in Italy. 

Amalfi is a lively town of 7,000 inhabi- 
tants, and is situated at the entrance of a 
deep, rocky chasm, surrounded by moun- 
tains. Centuries ago its population was 
no, 000, and it was a rival at sea of Pisa mid 
Genoa. Its power gradually passed away. 
About S00 years ago a large portion of the 
town sank into the sea. The ruins of its 
greutuess may still be seen. The order of 
the Knights of Malta was founded here, 
mid the town claims that the compass was 
invented here in 1302 by Fluvis Gioiu; also 
the invention of paper. Extensive paper 
mills are in the neigh borliood. 

Tlie two leading hotels in the town were 
formerly convents. Tlie one in which we 
find 11 brief resting place is tlie Hotel della 
Luna. It is old, plain, solid as stone can 
make it, white as whitewash. We reach 
tlie entrance by going up three flights of 
stone steps outside ami more steps inside- 
ahimt 7(1 in all— and then we find ample ac- 
commodation. We occupy three rooms, a 
parlor and two bedrooms, closed to all 
others, and commanding line views of the 
gulf and portions of the town. Tlie Luna 
stands 011 high ground. On another cliff is 
tlie grand Hotel del Cappuccini. To reach 
it one must mount about 200 steps. As a 
convent it was founded in tlie 13th century. 
Its cloister is simple and beautiful. Behind 
ii is a stalactite cavern. From tlie garden 
ol' tlie convent Longfellow, in his poem 
“Amalfi," makes tlie monk look down upon 
tlie wonderful landscape. Tlie garden now 
belongs to the hotel, uud tlie proprietors al- 
low their guests tlie free run of it. Read 
Longfellow’s poem and see how much too 
much I have written already of the town. 
Yet I must add that S. and I strolled up lie 
side the stream described by the poet far 
enough to appreciate his line 
About Amalfi, as all along tlie coast, one 
sees houses, always white, scattered upon 
tlie mountain sides, so fur up us to seem in 
accessible, uud some on pliices so steep that 
one almost expects to see them sliding 
down. They must cling with “hook 
bunds." When 1 see such apparently un- 
approachable habitations on mountains 
throughout Italy, uml think of the aged uud 
wriukled inuleiress and tlie young girls, 
her helpers in getting ami urging along our 
ilmikeys up tlie long hill to tlie Tiberlu 
Villa, trudged over stony and through 
muddy places, and not only never wearied 
but nimbly danced tlie "Turantella,” I am 
forced to believe that the Italians, Capri- 
otes uml all, are hoi 11 walkers, coming into 
the world to an inheritance of untiring 
limbs. Here as we are driving is a girl, 
apparently only fi or 10 years old. with a 
baby in her arms, running for alms behind 
our carriage, ami keeping pace witli tlie 
horses for a kilometre or more, with foot 
unwearied and witli strength renewed! 
Olliers, flower girls, run beside the carriage 
steps, and when we have bought they con- 
tinue running, laughing uud talking all tlie 
while. Nothing gives out— limbs nor lungs 
nor patience. Verily, such muscle uud 
nerve uud endurance come by heredity.

Tlie wealthy need not be told how to 
spend the summer, ns there are so many 
ways open to them of doing so pleasantly. 
But to persons of moderate means, who 
prefer not to go to a summer hotel 1 r a 
country farm house, I propose to suggest a 
way in which they cun spend tlie summer 
with their children in a pleasant, healthful 
and thoroughly delightful manner. 1 
locate the place accessible to Boston, and 
yet far enough away to ninke the change 
complete. Within from five to eight hours 
ride from Boston on a railroad line running 
frequent trains, is tlie Green-hilled state of 
Vermont, known to thousands of vacation 
seekers and hordes of sportsmen who have 
visited it for many years in quest of trout 
and got them. Every one of these is 
umuiinious in tlie opinion that there is no 
section so near to Boston for which so 
much cun be said for its summer climate, 
its wild and beautiful scenery, magnificent 
streams, small and great, with wood 
covered bills and its waving meadows, the 
almost countless cold springs, nnd for air 
which invigorates. 

O 11 tlie shores of noble Lake Champlain 
anywhere between Burlington and Iligli- 
gate, one can buy half an acre of land, for a 
comparatively nominal sum, which will 
furnish room enough so that tlie family 
need not trespass on their neighbors. 

A bouse can be built for a few hundred 
dollars, having oil tlie first floor a big 
sitting-room with tlie kitchen in tlie rear 
and two bed-rooms, one on either side 
opening off the piazza, which must be at 
least twelve feet in width. Up-stairs in the 
half story there can be four bed-rooms. 
Such a house will accommodate a pretty 
good family. There will not be in it any 
bathtubs; the cold water will oome from 
tlie spring uml tlie hot from the kiteken 
stove: there will be no plaster on the 
walls; but there can be a big fireplace con- 
structed of tlie stones picked up from tlie 
lot. The house can be furnished for $350. 
witli tlie exception of linen, rugs und 
silver. 

Here then is an investment of say $550, 
the interest upon which at six per cent Is 
$33 a year. Milk, chickens, eggs and other 
material for a good living cun be procured 
of the farmers living in tlie neighborhood. 
Tlie spring will furnish better drinking 
than one gets in the city, and the different 
members of tlie family can try their skill 
on tlie trout in tlie creek or river, provid- 
ing they do not do so utter September 1st, 
and providing still further that they return 
to tlie stream all trout less than six inches 
long. Supplies, like groceries, can he 
bought in hulk and shipped cheaply from 
Boston. 

Tlie care of tlie house will be of the 
simplest description. Tlie entire family 
will live out of doors, with tins exception 
of tlie time spent in euting und sleeping; 
and it isn’s at all unlikely tlmt most of the 
meuls will betaken on tlie broad piazza. 
Tlie nights will lie so cool that a blanket 
will always bo necessary. When the time 
comes for going back to the city , the house, 
with its contents, can be locked, and upon 
the return of the family the succeeding 
summer everything will probably be found 
us it was left. The (lunger from tramps or 
thieves is very slight. 1 know families, 
not only in moderate circumstances, but In 
pretty good circumstances, who spend their 
summers somewhat after this style, and 
have done so for many years, with tlie 
happiest results as to outlay, health, pleas- 
ure and general satisfaction.

Aid One Another. 

Rev. Francis R. Hornlirooke occupied 
the pulpit at King’s chapel, Boston, Sun- 
day. He read for his text several verses of 
Exodus xvli, and in his sermon lie said ; 

"What does It concern you and me that 
thousands of years ago, in a contest be- 
tween two tribes of the desert, one of the 
two was helped by the uplifted rod of its 
great leader, and that hands, when they 
were weary, were sustained by his com- 
panions? After all, what of it? 

“The vital element of this story does not 
lie in the record of the events, but in the 
idea which it suggests. It is that no matter 
how much power one may possess or how 
much one may he capable of doing alone, 
there will come a time when one must feel 
a brother's hand beneath one's arms, or in 
some measure fail. This is the great law 
of human existence. 

"When we read about the great charac- 
ters who have done so much for tlie up- 
ward movement of the world we deem 
them a power so great that it is sulllcient 
in itself to accomplish everything. People 
often talk as if tlie successful work of the 
church depended upon tlie strength and 
zeal of the minister. In a large measure 
they are right. Unless lie lias some faculty 
for instruction and inspiration he will 
utterly fail where others gloriously suc- 
ceed. But lie deserves neither nil tlie 
blame nor all the praise he gets. In all in- 
stances where any real and lasting success 
is gained it is because tho people have a 
mind to work. The minister can really do 
nothing unless those around him are pre- 
pared to go along with him. He may make 
sacrifices, hut if nobody else does they will 
go for almost nothing. 

“It is mockery to tell men and women 
that God helps them unless you are doing 
all you can to help them. Around us is the 
eternal love, and we know it is there when 
it reveals itself in the lives and acts of our 
brother men. Like Moses we may see the 
pillar of fire by night lending us 011 ; like 
him wo need us we march to the better 
land tlie sustaining power of human 
hands, und tlie breadtli of human sym- 
pathy which inspires tlie comforting faith 
that underneath are tlie everlasting arms.”

POSITIONS HARD TO GET, AND IT 
ISN’T EASY TO FILL THEM. 

A VMtlng Ktiriff'fiii Thousand* of 

CBM'* ii Yi'«r — Tlio Ambulance Doctor 
Defended Merit Winn, Imt a I.lttlr Pull 
In Not A llftd Thing. 

Every graduate of the New York mod- 
Tnl schools would bo glad to hold for tho 
first 18 months of his professional life n 
post on the stuff of n metropolitan hospi- 
tal. Perhnps one graduate in 80 obtains 
such an appointment. So valuable to n 
physician or surgeon Is hospital practice 
In New York that graduates in medicino 
from all tho region round flock to tho an* 
mini examinations of tho hospitals. If tho 
staff vacancies arc to be filled, 120, 80, 60 
young men present thorn solves for exami- 
nation. Graduates of the Harvard Medical 
school come over to these examinations, 
partly because thoro is a wider experience 
to bo had here than hi Boston, partly per- 
haps because a young man going u]>on tho 
staff of a Boston hospital must come not 
ns n graduate in medicino with the diplo- 
ma of M. D., but as a sort of house pupil 
or apprentice In medicino. 

All physicians and surgeons to tho New 
York hospitals, save the pathologists, servo 
without pay. Newly graduated doctors, 
men from 28 to near 80 years of ago, have 
appointments for about 18 months. Con- 
sulting surgeons, always skilled nnd often 
highly distinguished, are glad to serve 
without pay for two years together, be- 
cause it is here that experience is ,,ained 
nnd reputations nro made. A visiting 
surgeon may see 10,000 or 12,000 cases in 
n single yenr, such n number ns not tho 
busiest surgeon could see in private practice 
during ii like son son. 

Junior, senior, house — that is tho order 
of promotion in the hospital service for 
both physicians and surgeons. The young 
graduate has in tho natural order of things 
six months in each place. Every hospital 
has from 8 to 20 doctors on its houso staff. 
The houso surgeon proper lias general 
charge of all surgical cases after they havo 
been seen by the visiting surgeon. The 
same is trim of the house physician. The 
junior or senior, as the case may he, must 
go out with the am balance when a call 
comes In. Tho police or private persons 
now and then complain that a man has 
lain 40 or 60 minutes, perhaps two hours, 
awaiting an ambulance after tho call has 
been sent out. Most of the time the am- 
bulance surgeon has an entirely sound ex- 
cuso for tlio delay. Sometimes he is off in 
another direction on ami ulanco duty. 
More often perhnps the call finds him aid- 
ing ntu surgical operation, and ho must 
reach a stopping place in thut duty und 
chongo his clothing before he can go out 
in response to a call. 

The hospital surgeon and his frionds 
huve a multitude of answers to tho charge 
of brutality now and then brought 
against the former “Should you see mo 
at my hospii.il work,” suid the visiting 
surgeon of a famous hospital, “you’d think 
me rude and perhaps brutal. 1 huve in 
two hours to see from fiu to 90 patients 
with all sorts of injuries from a crushed 
finger to a broken thigh. I must diagnose 
rapidly, and should I listen to demands 
for umcsthetlcs or heed the hundred and 
one other pleas of the patients 1 should 
never finish my work It is so with t ho 
young ambulance surgeon kneeling beside 
the injured man on the sidewalk. Ii 
must do what he has to do with all speed 
without stopping to heed the advice or 
comments uf a sympathetic crowd.” 

Tender the hospU.»l surgeon should be, 
but sympathetic he must not be. Tin* 
sympathetic junior is marked out for fail- 
ure just ns i ho sympathetic nurse is 
marked out for dismissal. A surgeon 
never perforins un important operation 
upon a member of his own family. He 
distrusts his own skill as affected by sym- 
pathy. 

Hospital surgeons ore among tho hard- 
est worked men of their profession. They 
havo no fixed hours of duty and may lx* 
called upon for service at any hour of the 
day or night When a hospital has a large 
stall of medical men, it is possible for the 
members of the staff to arrange among 
themselves for days and hours off, but the 
doctors of a small hospital are often on 
duty night and day, and it is a lucky 
night when the busy junior has seven 
hours of unbroken sleep. The house sur- 
geon and the senior of a small hospital 
must never be absent lit the same time, 
and an absent house physician must never 
be many hours away without leaving word 
where lie may ho found. 

But if the service of the New York hos- 
pitals is hard it furnishes the very best 
practical school in medicino, and especially 
In surgery, to lie found anywdiero in 
America. At tlio end of 18 months' serv- 
ice tlie young hospital surgeon lias seen per- 
formed, am) perhaps lias helped to perform, 
nearly every operation that fulls to the 
duty of an ordinary surgeon in a lifetime, 
und gome of such operations he 1ms seen 
and taken part in many times over. Tho 
cosmopolitan character of the city and its 
immense final ing population make it the 
temporary home of more strange diseases 
than any other city of the continent, so 
that the hospital physician hasheneutli Ids 
eyes the ailments of tho world. 

Considering tho great opportunities open 
to the hospital surgeon, laymen often 
wonder whether inlluunce has aught to do 
with appointments to hospital staffs. It 
lias anil It 1ms not. Examinations are 
rigid and fairly oonductcd, yet the man 
that passes the best technical examination 
is not always tho man that gets t he ap- 
pointment. Yet, on the otlior hand, an 
incapable man is seldom or never appoint- 
ed The personul equation always helps 
to determine an appointment. A candi- 
date's appearance, manner, speech ami 
general record at school are taken Into con- 
sideration. Tho examiners are often the 
I tame men who have instructed the candi- 
dates in tlie medical schools, and an ex- 
aminer puts together his knowledge of a 
candidate as obtained in three or four 
years' contact with him in the lecture 
room and at clinics and the knowledge of 
him drawn from the examination. A stu- 
dent of known l>mi habits, of conspicuous 
defects, will not I w appointed to a hospital 
stall, no matter how good his uxumluu- 
tion. 

It Is the most ambitious students that 
seek appointments to the hospital staffs, 
und a man is seldom content to leave a 
New York hospital ami settle down to 
! practice In a count ly town. Tlie ablest 
hospital surgeons attract the attention of 
i visiting missions ami otla rs distinguished 
1 In the profession and obtain partnership* 
or promotion of some other kind. Homo 
settle in New York, and few aro content 
with anything loss than a considerable 
city. — New York Hun.

THE COUNCILLOR CONTEST. 

The light for the position of Councillor 
from this district is now on, nml as the 
district is so divided that a nomination is 
equivalent to an election, the fighting will 
all be done before the convention meets. 
Col. Benton, the present councillor, has 
written a letter declining to be a candidate 
for another term, and already three or four 
hustlers are in the field. Hon. Joseph B. 
Maccabe, chairman of the Boston Repub- 
lican City Committee, is one of the first in 
the field and it is said that he will have the 
Influence of Col. Benton. Ex-Mayor Curtis 
of Boston, who is something of a political 
power, will favor Mr. Maccabe, it is said, 
but possibly there are other reasons why it 
is desired to get Mr. Maccabe out of the 
way. lie does not like the present practice 
of having the real leaders decide every- 
thing, and leave the chairman of the city 
committee out until it is decided to put the 
plans into execution. Mr. Maccabe, it is 
said, has given notice that he intends to 
run things himself or resign, and possibly 
a more -pliant chairman is desired by the 
local bosses, and so they will try to get Mr. 
Maccabe shelved as a candidate for coun- 
cillor. 

There are others, however, and Charles- 
town gives notice that it has not been 
represented in the council since 1877, and 
has the first claim on the place. Hon. 
George N. Swallow, who has been a candi- 
date before, is again in the field. He has 
served two terms in the legislature and one 
in the senate, and thinks himself entitled 
to the honor before any man from East 
Boston. 

Ex-Senator Burnham of Revere has been 
hustling about the district for some time, 
and as he has had experience in trying for 
jhe same place in previous years he thinks 
he lias learned how to avoid past mis- 
takes. 

Mr. John Hopewell, Jr., of Cambridge is 
suggested as a man .who would make an 
excellent councillor. There is a feeling 
that too many politicians and too few busi- 
ness men get into the council, and to cor- 
rect this defect in part Mr. Hopewell is 
mentioned as one who would add strength 
to the council. 

There are a number of others who have 
their lightning rods up, und the contest 
seems bound to be a very lively one. Here 
in Newton, there seems at present to be no 
candidate, so we can take a disinterested 
view of the fight and hope that the best 
man will win. Of course, if we had a 
candidate, that would alter the case.

As the gears and rods are till c.i"- | 
ered up, all dirt and wet is kept out, which 
would certainly bo one great advantage, 
and there are others which are claimed. It i 
Is said that the wheel will bo several 
pounds heavier than the old style, due to 
the gears, and also to making the frame 
heavier, so that the wheel may not be 
thrown out of true, but the extra weight 
will not be a disadvantage.

bought, even such a great sum as has been 
gained by the corrupt and brigandish 
methods pursued by the trust which 
failed to respond at the last commence- 
ment, when Hie son of one of its chief 
members was graduated. Some good 
people might doubt whether money guined 
by much methods would have done any 
good to a university where the highest 
morality is supposed to be taught, but 
evidently Congressman Walker and the 
other trustees would liuve uosucli scruples. 
Their creed like that of too man) others 
favors tlic getting of money, without being 
ul all particular as to the methods by which 
the money was obtained. If thieves might 
be induced to make handsome gifts, such 
trustees would probably older the faculty to 
refrain from ull reference to the sin of 
stealing, thought of course they would ex- 
pect the gifts to be very liberal. 

Thkkl should be great sympathy for the 
millionaires along the Hudson, especially 
fur the Rock fellers, whose taxes have been 
raised by the assessors of the tow ns in 
which they dwell. These Standard Oil 
magnates object very strongly to paying 
tuxes, possibly because they think thut all 
taxes should be levied on poor people, and 
it is believed thut they hud a good deal to 
do witli the decision against the legality of 
the income tax. They are still lighting 
against the assessment made upon them in 
18!M, and tills year the assessors liuve 
doubled the assessment, Will lam Rock feller 
being assessed for two und a half million 
and John 1). for a little over a half a mil- 
lion.

On ‘‘Tile Proposed Annexation of 
Hawaii,” Senator Stephen M. White writes 
a very trenchant article in the August 
Forum. Commenting on the President's 
reference to Hawaii ns “thut neighboring 
territory.” he reminds his readers that 
Honolulu is twenty-one hundred miles 
from the nearest point of the United States. 
He adds, “If we constructed impregnable 
forts there and mounted thereon hundreds 
of modern cannon, we should be left alone 
in our grandeur, without any enemy to 
defeat or anything particularly valuable to 
protect. Our Honolulu armies would be ns 
lonely as was Robinson Crusoe.” Senator 
White successively disposes of the conten- 
tions that Hawaii should be annexed for 
purposes of protection, of a coaling-station, 
and because Americans have paramount 
interests in the Islands; and he makes a 
strong point in urging, that “our policy is 
and always has been opposed to such in- 
vestments.” President McKinley, iu his 
Inaugural Address, warned us against 
“the temptation of foreign aggression 
and Senator White quotes Washington, 
Secretary Frelinghuysen, and SedTetary 
Sherman as deprecating the acquisition of 
foreign territory or any land “which 
would require a navy to defend it.” He 
scouts the idea of any armed interference 
from England or Japan. 

The question comes up in regard to the 
rebuilding of the Eliot street bridge at 
Upper Falls, as to who is to pay for it, 
the Newton & Boston street railway or 
the city of New ton and the town of Need- 
ham. The bridge was able to stand the 
strain of all the traffic upon it before the 
electric cars began running over it, and it 
is due to them that a rebuilding is neces- 
sary. The railway company paid nothing 
for its location, so it does not seem right 
that the city should be put to any more 
extra expense than the presence of street 
oar tracks in a street always involves, 
about double the cost for annual repairs. 
If the street railway wishes to run its cars 
over this bridge, let them pay for the cost 
of rebuilding it, or else let them stop the 
cars at the bridge and transfer the passen- 
gers to a car on the other side. That 
w ould seem to be the only equitable settle- 
ment of the question, and the city council 
should take this view of the mutter. It is 
very foolish for the city to give away a 
franchise to a private corporation, and 
then spend several thousand dollars fur the 
sole benefit of this corporation. 

Theiik is said to be more or less secret 
work being done against the new city 
charter, which is to come before the voters 
this full. Some are working against it be- 
cause of private grudges against certain 
men whom they expect will have considera- 
ble influence if the new charter is adopted, 
and certain organizations are said to be 
quietly working against it by canvassing 
the friends of the members. A'hether 
these influences will be sullicient to defeut 
the charter is a question, but certainly 
those who believe the adoption of the new 
charter will mean a great advance for 
Newton, and bring ull city business on a 
more business-like footing, should not let 
tiie opposition get the start of them. The 
mutter bus been ugituted so long, und so 
many attempts have been made to secure 
certain desirable changes, that it would lie 
a great misfortune to see tiie charter de- 
feated for any luck of interest among those 
who liuve succeeded iu getting it iu sliupe 
to be submitted to Hie voters.

HIS CONFESSION. 


Tho local histories of tho Ohio valley 
throniolo tho assn ss innt ion of Ben On vis. 
it noted Indian chief who figured promi- 
nently in the early pioneer wars of that, 
Beet Ion. The record says he wns found 
dend one morning in the woods near Brook 
ville, Ind.. with a hill lot wound in his 
head. This occurred more than half a cen 
fury ago, long after the chief had signet! 
the peace treaty. A white limn named 
Jeremiah Young was suspected, but never 
arrested. Young survived tho event many 
years After his death the following docu- 
ment was found among his papers, sealed 
in a largo envelope. It Is herewith pre- 
sented for publication for the first time: 

My first recollections are of a happy 
boyhood career in northern Kentucky, ter- 
minating at my twelfth year In an appal- 
ling tragedy. Then' were only four in our 
family — father, mother, my bright haired 
little sister and myself Wo lived in a neat 
cabin which my father had erected on tho 
west bank of the Ticking rivor. Our near 
est neighbor was a mile away, and the sot 
tlement three times that distance, in nn 
opposite direction. There had been no In- 
dian depredations In our S4*otion for sev 
oral years, and we had almost ceased to 
fear an attack. 

But one night, just as my father stepped 
into the door of our cabin, on his return 
from a trip to the settlement, a rifio shot 
rang through tho forest, and he fell dead 
across tho threshold. My sister had grown 
fileepy and retired, and mother and I had 
been awaiting father’s return Wo two 
saw him fall and immediately afterward 
beard footsteps rushing toward the house. 

My mother gave an awful scream, and I 
darted panic stricken through the rear 
door and across the little garden into the 
woods. Crouching in a thiokot not more 
than 200 yards from the cabin. I listened 
with bulging eyes and throbbing heart to 
the shrieks of my mother and sister, min- 
gled with the wolflike howls of their mur- 
derers. 

Presently there was a sllenco even more 
horrifying, and then I saw a flash of light 
and heard the crackling of flames. Not 
waiting to contemplate what I knew must 
be pent within tho fire, I fled wildly into 
the almost friendly darkness of the woods. 

I must have been guided by some strange 
Instinct or power, for I threaded the track- 
less forest with the speed and celerity of a 
panther, reaching the settlement within 
un hour, where I told my story. 

An armed party quickly started for the 
scene, leaving mo to the care and sym- 
pathy of those who remained. Three or 
four hours later tho men returned and re- 
ported that they found the cabin in ashes 
and tho murderers gone. The charred 
bones of my kindred were found uiuong 
tho ruins of my house. 

Passing briefly over tho horrors of this 
period, 1 found a good homo with a child- 
less couple in the settlement, and as the 
yours passed I gradually recovered from 
the shock that had so nearly upset my rea- 
son. In time I made something of a record 
as an Indian hunter, for I hounded them 
as other men did wild and ferocious beasts. 

Finally ponce was permanently estab- 
lished, and I was glad of it, for 1 wns tired 
of warfare and found it easier to forget my 
wrongs when not provoked by hearing of 
similar atrocities. Benching manhood, 1 
concluded to strike out for myself and try 
new fields. Five or six years later I crossed 
the great river to Indiana and eventually 
drifted to Brookville, in that state, where 
I purchased a 40 acre tract, situated a cou- 
ple of miles \ 2 st of town, and began clear- 
ing away the timber. I took lodgings at 
a country tavern in that vicinity, man- 
aged by a widow named Adair. 

One night, :iut more than a month after 
I had located hero, I was sitting in tho bar- 
room of the tavern conversing with two or 
three other settlers when a tall, stern look- 
ing old Indian entered, carrying a long 
rifle and a good deal of nutive dignity, and, 
nodding at my companions, called for 
whisky. After repeating the drink ho 
seemed to r» lax his assumed majesty and 
directly heeame as loquacious as his thick- 
ening palate and imperfect command of 
Knglish would permit. His talk soon 
drifted to war topics, ami ho branched out 
boldly to recounting some of his former 
exploits, even bragging of his deviltries 
among t!iu pioneers. I learned from one 
of the men that lie was the noted Delaware 
chief. Ben Davis, and that ho was in tiio 
habit of camping half a mile or so from 
the tavern while on Ills periodic trips to 
Brookville. 

Finally lie told a story that fairly turned 
tny blood cold. It was a literal reproduc- 
tion of the tragedy of my early life. Ho 
had operand lirst in Knntuuky, and, ac- 
cording to his own account, had crossed 
the river to escape tho white avengers who 
were on his trail. As he gloated over tho 
killing of my family, detailing how lie 
and his “braves’ had scalped and then 
burned the victims in their own cabin, I 
could hardly restrain tny fury. But I man- 
aged to do so, restilv lug secretly to call him 
to a rec koning at another time. 1 had 
never told my story to any of tho settlers, 
and now determined not to do so — at least 
until 1 had squared accounts with tho old 
eovugc. When he finished tiie sickening 
talu of muMttcro. one or two of the settlers 
cursed him roundly, hut ho remained silent. 
Ho thou took another drink and li ft the 
tavern. I felt certain that neither he nor 
the white men hud noticed my agitation. 

When all the settlors had deserted the 
barroom, I went to my apartment, and, 
having carefully loaded my rifle, quietly 
*Iip|>ed out and struck through tho woods 
in the direction of the Indian's camp 
The night was moonless and cloudless, 
threatening rain. In 15 or 20 minutes 1 
saw a flickering light ahead and carefully 
picked my way toward it. Presently 1 
stood behind a huge poplar, not inure than 
80 paces from the fire before which, seated 
on a log and fuciug inv direction, was the 
solitary relic of a nearly |M*rished rare — 
lieu Davis, chief of the Dolawure remnant. 

1 hud stoleu up without urousiug him, 
though he was evidently on gimrd ” At 
least ids rifle lay across his lap, as if ready 
fur a half ex|»cctod emergency. Could it 
be that he hud a presentiment of wilt Was 
he expecting a real foe. or merely some 
phantom Nemesis conjured up hy tiie 
haunt lug fear of long del erred retributive 
j 

As 1 watched and studied the chief he 
reminded meol some ancient pagan image. 
His copper colored visage might have been 
molded of tiie metal it resembled and not 
appeared more stoical and devoid of louder 
sentiment. 

A brand fell, and the lire suddenly flared 
UP. causing him to start a little and dutch 


his rifle It wns clear to mo that lio bad 
something |*ertnrhing on his mind. Had 
1 been able to determine that ho entertained 
even secret regrets for his past cruelties I 
would have unhesitatingly left him and 
returned to the tavern. 

While 1 stood there undecided tho chief 
all at once took an easier attitude, his face 
relaxed into a sardonic grin and his hard 
lips broke Into n sound that might have 
been either a laugh or a growl Tho change 
•oc mod to Indicate that he had settled some 
matter in a way wholly satisfactory to him 
self, hut it had a different effect, on me. 
The piteous screams of my littio sister 
•coined to ring through the woods again 
as it did when the rod demon tore her 
sunny hair from the pretty head And my 
poor mother — 

1 stop|>ed thinking and walked from my 
hiding place toward the Indian's flro. 

He was on his feet In a moment with 
his rifle half raised, hut as my manner was 
anything hut hostilohc lowered his woupou 
and gland at me with an ugly expression 
in his fiorco black eyes. 

I stopped before the flit, grounded my 
rifle and said : 

" How aro you, chief?'' 

He responded with the characteristic 
monosyllable . 

“How?” meaning, How are yon? 

I did not appear to note tho coolness of 
his greeting, hut stood my rifle against a 
tree near by, sat down on the log and mo- 
tioned him to do the same. After a little 
hesitation he mechanically obeyed my ges- 
ture, leaning his gun against the log — 
within easy reach, I noticed 

I had formed a not very clearly defined 
resolve to lead the chief Into a oonvorsa 
tlon, with a view of opening the way for 
him to show whatever degree of Immunity 
he might possess. The issue of this inter- 
view was to determine my furthet disposi- 
tion toward him I mentally gave the 
venerable heathen the benefit of every Im- 
aginable fact in mitigation 1 took into 
account Ills hereditary traits, his remote 
and immediate environments, the triuM 
tlonnl provocation of his hatred for the 
whites and indeed all conceivable anteced- 
ent causes leading to the crime for which 
I had him arraigned. This freed my sense 
of justice from all bias and cleared the 
ground for a fair trial. 

“Chief,” 1 said, “I heard you talking 
awhile ago at the tavern. I judge from 
your account that you have slain many 
enemies of your people.” 

“1 have slain and scalped many — yes,” 
be answered, with scornful iteration. 

”1 suppose you are now glad to be at 
peace with nil men?” I suggested. 

His only response to this was a very Av- 
oided and expressive frown. 

“Have you children?” I asked. 

“Yes, plenty,” he suid, with dubious 
meaning. 

“ Did they all come to you since the 
war?” 

He nodded. 

“Suppose,” I said, looking straight at 
him, “that those same white men should 
murder and sculp your children and your 
wives and burn their bodies. What would 
you do to those white men?” 

.“ Kill !” he answered in a harsh tone, re- 
garding me suspiciously. 

“Tho Indians murdered my family — my 
mother, father und little sister — when I 
was a boy,” 1 suid, still looking nt him 1 
steadily. 

Hornet my gaze boldly enough, but with i 
a puzded expression which he could uot , 
entirely hide. 

“Well, what?” ho muttered. 

“Why did the Indians make war on 
women and children und murder them?” 1 
asked him pointedly.

At one time, much more than of Into 
pears, Ids royal highness was ,\ constant 
visitor to the house of commons, his picas 
ant | resenoe beaming from tin 4 center seat 
of the peers’ gallery, immediately over the 
clock During the turbulent times that 
marked the birth of the Pn rni»l 11 to party 
be frequently dropped In to watch the re- 
curring crises. This habit gave the late 
Mr. Joseph Ulllls Diggar an opportunity 
of distinguishing himself above Ids fel- 
lows. One Tuesday evening in the oarly 
spring of 1875 Mr. Chaplin, then a private 
member, secured first place for a motion 
relating to the breed of horses. The Princo 
of Wales, accompanied by a numerous suit 
of floors whose fares were familiar at New- 
market and Kpsom, came down to hear 
tho speech and the debate. It was n great 
opportunity for Mr. Chaplin, and he was 
evidently prepared to rise to it. Unfortu- 
nately for him he had chanced soino days 
earlier to offend Mr. Blggar. Joey B., 
tho mem her for Cavan, like the redoubt- 
able Joe Bngstuek. wns sly, dov’llsh sly. 
If Mr. Chaplin saw Ids opportunity, Joe 
not only descried it, but seized it first. 

Mr. Chaplin had risen, fixed his eyeglass, 
smitten himself reassuringly on his portly 
chest, had coughed in prelude to his open- 
ing sentence, when from below tho gang- 
way opposito a well known shrill voice 
was heard exclaiming, “Mr. Speaker, sir, 
I believe there are strangers in the house.'' 

For a moment the crowded chamber 
was hushed in dismayed silence. The 
speaker broke it by inquiring whether tho 
honorable number for Gnvnti persisted in 
his intention of noticing strangers. “If 
you please, Mr. Speaker, ” said Mr. Blggar 
with encouraging nod toward tho chair. 
Then the anger of tho house found issue 
In a roar of contumely, through which 
wns heard tho unparliamentary, almost 
unprecedented, sound of hissing. Honor- 
able members might just, as usefully have 
sat down bv the river’s brink and shouted 
“Stop!” to the falls of Niagara. At that 
time there was in force the medimval or- 
der which required the immediate and ab- 
solute withdrawal of strangers from every 
part of the house upon an individual 
member taking note of their presence. 
Mr. lflggar was master of the situation, 
and few human faces offered un opening 
for exceeding the breadth of Ids smile ns 
he surveyed it. 

The speaker had no option. He must 
needs order strangers to withdraw. There- 
upon tho Prince of Wales, the German 
embassador, who happened to be In the 
diplomatic gallery, und tho crowd of peers, 
boasting the bluest blood in England, 
were coin polled to scuttlo. Mr. Blggar 
hud his fun, but the house of commons 
reaped permanent benefit from tho prank. 
He brought into broad daylight the ah- 
surdity of tho ancient custom, which was 
thenceforward doomed. Tho privilege of 
spying strangers is no longer counted 
among tho possessions of individual mem 
hers of tho house of commons. Strangers 
may today he excluded, but only upon mo- 
tion duly made and carried hy a majority.

“Colonel, have you not repeatedly told 
me that I could procure a ten days’ fur- 
i lough at any time I applied to you for the 
| same?" 

The colonel, who was as pale as a ghost 
himself, and probably as badly beared us 
Judge North, replied rather hesitatingly 
that such was a fact.

Horatio W. Parker’s New Oratorio. 

Philip llulo, in his Boston letter to the 
Musical Queries, gives some Interesting in- 
formation in regard to an important new 
work by Horatio W. Parker:— 

Horatio W. Parker is now at work on the 
orchestration of an oratorio founded on the 
legend of the giant Christopher. 1 have 
seen the iiiiimiscrlpt of voice purls and 
piano, and although 1 did not have time 
enough to examine the work carefully, 1 
recognized the beauty and the majesty of 
certain portions, lie himself believes tills 
orator io to be superior to his “Holy City,” 
and 1 do not think he forgets discrimina- 
tion in Ills .self-examination. The iiuestion 
naturally arises. Where and when will Mr. 
Parker have an opportunity of hearing Ills 
own work? In Boston, where conductors 
should be eugerto bring It out? But the 
Handel and Haydn today is in unsettled 
condition, and unless the chorus lie cut 
down mercilessly it could not do justice to 
a modern work. Thero is the Cecilia, an 
excellent chorus, one not easily surpassed ; 
but Mr. Lung is the conductor uud Mr. 
Lang lias no control over an orchestra, nor 
is lie of tlie musical temperament to put a 
modern— or for that matter an ancient- 
work ill tlie most udvuiituguniiH light, 
llow is it in New York? Would Walter 
Dam rnsch welcome the thought of thus 
honoring Mr. Parker und himself? Tlie 
program of tlie next Cincinnati festival is 
ulreudy determined — at least, such is tlie 
report. Must Mr. Parker wait for tlie 
decision of tlie highly enlightened program 
committee of Worcester or Springfield, 
1898? And yet the oratorio win be ready 
for performance by September ; it muy be 
ready now.

St. Paul, Minnesota, and Its Parks. 

Fifty years ago this city was a frontier 
settlement, with aboilt three hundred in- 
habitants in 1849. That year Minnesota 
became a territory of tlie United States, 
with St. Paul ns Its capital. Tlie city has 
kept pace with the marvelous development 
of the northwest. The present population 
is about 1IK), ntto. The healthfulness of tlie 
city will lie noted, when the fact is stated 
thiil I 11 1895, with 18,646 births, thero wore 
bin 8,358 deaths, showing an increase of 
ten thousand native born children In one 
year. Two important factors in tlie life of 
the city, are the schools and the parks. 
The public school system Is excellent, em- 
bracing a lino central high school, two 
branch high schools, a manual training, a 
teachers’ training school, and thirty-six in- 
termediate school buildings. The park 
system comprises- a number of small and 
beautiful parks, with Como Park, fifteen 
minutes ride distant by electric car. This 
park is one of the most magnificent in this 
country. It comprises live hundred and 
twenty acres, one-fifth of which is water. 
It was formally opened In 1894. The site is 
made picturesque, by natural hills and 
dnles, exquisitely shaded by stately trees, 
and the beauty of the landscape Is aug- 
mented by numerous (lower beds, well 
built gravel roadways, walks and many 
fountains. Free band concerts are given 
at tlie pavilion on the shore of Luke Como 
every evening. I 11 the southerly part of 
tlie city, on a brow of a noble bluff, which 
lifts itself high above the Mississippi, is 
the Indian Mounds Park, a plateau of 
seventeen acres, varied by hills and ravines 
and containing seven pre-hlstorio Indian 
mounds. These were Indian burial places. 
The largest of these mounds, eighteen feet 
high and two hundred and sixty feet in 
circumference at tlie base, lias been opened 
by tlie Minnesota Historical Society. Frag- 
ments of skulls, which crumbled on ex- 
posure, and perfect shells of human teeth, 
the interior entirely decayed, were found. 
The aim of tlie city fathers in this park is 
to restore it as much as possible to its 
natural stute, rather than to improve it 
with (lowers und other devices, known to 
the landscape gardener, so that it will bo a 
bit of nature. In the midst of civilization. 
A walk lms been completed to tlie .Slate 
Fish Hatchery, situated just below, near 
tlie river. Tile view from tlie top of the 
mounds is unrivnled in this locality, and 
may well be compared in extent, to tlie 
outlook from Institution Hill, Newton 
Centre. This year of grace will long be 
famous in tlie annals of arbor culture in 
Minnesota, 011 account of tlie abundance of 
the rainfall. The trees, says our park 
superintendent, have already grown more 
since spiing, than for three full years. 
Plants and shrubs faro equally well. Tlie 
park department employs one hundred and 
fifty men. Twenty men are used every 
night in watering the park lawns. The 
frosts of a few weeks ago somewhat 
blighted tlie palms and banana trees at 
Como Park, but tlie roots were not injured. 
Tlie plants now in tlie parks number 280,- 
000, which embrace something like sixty- 
five varieties. Of these plants perhaps 
20, IKK) are geraniums, and tlie balance are 
about equally divided among the other 
varieties. Merriam Park, on St. Anthony 
avenue, is an attractive little spot of seven 
acres, elevated and covered with natural 
oaks. Of the private grounds of beauty 
and reputation Is tlie choice estate of Mr. 
William Wakefield, known as “What 
Cheer Lawn.” The name of the place 
conies like the owner, from Rhode Island. 
Many of New England's favorite trees ami 
shrubs have been growing here, for tlie 
past thirty years. Arbor vitae, firs, bitter 
sweet, barberry, witli a profusion of roses, 
bulbs and annuals emphasize the words of 
a recent visitor, “I am not in Minnesota 
but in New England.” M. F. II.

A NEWTON ENTERPRISE. 


IIKMAIIKADI.K. IIIIIIIVTII OF TIIK COMMON- 
WEALTH AVEEOF. STIIKKT RAILWAY. 


A striking example of the creation of 
traffic by 1111 electric railway has been 
given by the Commonwealth avenue street 
railway of Newton, says the Boston 
Herald. 

The line wns established by a number of 
the large landowners along the Newton 
boulevard for the purpose of developing 
tlielr lands, profit from the road itself be- 
ing a secondary consideration. In fact, it 
was not expected it would be profitable for 
a number of years, but it was recognized 
Hint an electric road was an absolute neces- 
sity to the opening of tlie property, much 
of which was far from a steam railway 
station. 

In a short time the projectors Imd 1111 op- 
portunity to sell the road to Mr. Adams 
(Tallin, a son of ox-Gov. (Tallin, and a few 
associates, ami the laud owners were very 
glad to have the rond off their hands. 
When tlie franchise wus granted the city of 
Newton did not exact from it, as from 
other roads, the free transfer privilege, be- 
cause it was supposed that it would be a 
long time before tlie line would have travel 
enough to warrant it. 

Although the reservation in the centre of 
tlie boulevard provided accommodation for 
two tracks, only one was built at first. Up 
to tlie completion of tlie Boston end of tlie 
boulevard, which allowed the extension of 
the West End system so ns to make direct 
connection with the Newton line, tlie 
patronage was very light, but since that 
connection wns established, last fail, it lias 
steadily increased. 

So largo was the gain in travel that this 
spring a second line of rails was laid from 
the Boston line to Walnut street, in New- 
tnnvillc, where connection was made with 
the Newton & Boston system, and, bv 1111 
arrangement with that road, cars were run 
without change between Newtonvflle and 
Chestnut Hill reservoir. 

Looking forward to the completion of the 
boulevard to Charles river in Auburndale, 
the capitalists interested in the railway 
secured 10 acres of land on tlie river front 
and built Norumbega Dark, tlie object be- 
ing to furnish a magnet to draw excursion- 
ists and thus to increase travel over tlie 
road. When tlie rails were laid on this 
part of tlie boulevard the company thought 
itself justified in putting down a double 
track. 

Tills left a piece of road from Walnut 
street In Newtonville to tlie Boston A A'- 
bnny road in Auburndale with only a 
single track. It was soon found that even 
by running the cars at two and three at a 
time it was impossible to accommodate the 
travel, and within a fortnight most of the 
intervening single track lms been paraded 
by a second lino. I’art of this new double- 
track is already In use, and within a very 
short time there will be in operation a 
double-track the whole length of tlie road.

Curious Little Animal, Found In tlie 
Western Tart of tlie Empire. 

The linrse has become so thoroughly 
domesticated In nil parts of the world that 
really wild representatives of the species 
arc extremely rnro. There still exist In 
purts of Hungary partially wild horses, 
but these when captured young may lie 
broken in and put to harness wit has much 
reuiBness as horses reared on a farmstead. 
It Is, however, fur different with tho wild 
horses of the Tartars, which are untam- 
able and will not live in captivity. 

During tils journey through western 
China G. E. Gram Grizmatlo met with a 
wild horse in the Dzungarlnn desert, and 
after much trouble succeeded In securing 
two specimens, though neither of them 
were taken ullve. The herds arc extremely 
cautious, mid it was only by the utmost 
patience mid cunning that tho explorers 
were able to conceal themselves near 
enough to a small salt lake where tho 
horses came to drink to shoot a couple of 
them.

STREET RAILROAD TRACKS. 

THK H ANK PKOPI.K OR.IKCT TO TFfKIK 11(1- 
ixo ARorxn TiiRtR mm.M.xn. 

People are laughing at the sensational 
stories being printed about a street rail- 
way war in Newton, and the nervous 
fears of some one in authority, who had a 
nightmare Idea that the Boston A Wel- 
lesley- .street Ballway would try to do 
something unheard of In Newton. Owing 
to these rather ridicnlons fears, two steam 
rollers were ordered to rest at night oil 
Hall street, and extra policemen were lo- 
cated there, to see that the street railway 
people did not lay their tracks around the 
bank some night yvhen people rvere asleep. 
The absurdity of tills idea is shown by the 
simple statement that it would take near- 
ly a week to lay the tracks in question, 
and evidently some one w as nervous. The 
yvhole affair has caused even the horses 
nbout the corner to wear a broad laugh. 

The truth of the matter is simply this, 
when the Boston & Wellesley line rvere 
granted a location for their tracks on 
Washington street, they supposed that the 
grant included a route around the bank 
building, and they w ent ahead and ordered 
curved tracks to be made to fit. The City 
Engineer also understood this, as he made 
the tdans for widening Hall street, by 
buying a slice of land from the bank 
people, to give room for the track, and 
such was the general understanding also. 

>onie trvo weeks ago, President Parker 
of the street railway company, had occa- 
sion to visit City Hall, and in conversa- 
tion with the City Clerk alluded to their 
loop on Hall £nd Centre street, when lie 
was astonished to find that the order 
granting the location on Washington 
street, did not include a location on Hall 
and Center streets, and also did not in- 
clude a location from Elm street. West 
Newton, to tiie Washington street bridge. 
A study of the order convinced him that 
the city clerk was correct, but no one 
seems to understand how this came to be 
left out, as the aldermen understood that 
this location was granted. 

The curved rails for the tracks had been 
ordeted. and had arrived, aud some one 
was foolish enough to think that the street 
railway company would go ahead without 
a permit, when they had not the slightest 
idea of so doing, as that would be merely 
throwing money away, and would make 
: them liable for damages. They were sur- 
prised at finding they had no location, 

; and went to work getting up a petition to 
i the board of alderman for a permit, and 
securing signers. The loop would be 
I very convenient for the street railway 
1 people and for the public, as it would give 
a long stretch of sidewalks for passengers 
to wait on, aud the cars could unload and 
i load thei r passengers without any" delay. 

‘ Washington street between tlie bank 
J building and Bacon's block is of course 
■ too narrow for two lines of tracks, and 
for this reason Hall street was w idened. 
Tlie street is also too congested between 
! the bank building and Xonantum square 
to allow of that space being used for 
switching the cars, so that if the cars do 
not go around the bank, it is difficult to 
. see what disposition will be made of them. 

I On the other hand, the bank people ob- 
' jeet strongly to tracks going around their 
building, on account of the noise the 
wheels would make in turning round, 
which would prove a great disturbance, 
and also because no carriage could stop 
near the bank grounds, but the bank's 
| customers would have to alight across the 
street and leave their teams there. 

It is a difficult problem to solve with in- 
terests so directly conflicting, and the 
. city authorities will need a good deal of 
wisdom to solve it satisfactorily to all par- 
j ties.

The Charles River. 

Charles river, which extends only twen- 
ty-live miles in a straight line from its 
source to its mouth, yet by its windings ex- 
tends seventy-five miles, 1ms its principal 
source in a pond lying in Milford, called 
Cedar Swamp, which is supplied by Deer 
Brook and other brooks running from 
Hopkinton, Holllston and Milford. In its 
course, running through Centre Village 
and Factory Village in Bellingham, it re- 
ceives additional strength from Beaver 
Pond in that town ; then running in an 
easterly direction between Medway and 
Franklin, it receives tribute from Ifoppin 
Brook and Chicken Brook coming from 
Holliston on the north, and from Mine 
Brook and Shepard's Brook from Franklin 
on the south, and from Mill River, leading 
from Wallamonopogue Poml and Archer’s 
Pond in Wrentham on the south. Pursuing 
a northerly course between Medway and 
Sherborn on the west (where an additional 
supply of water from Boggistere Brook, 
which in its turn is formed by the conflu- 
ence of Town Brook from Winthrop Poml, 
Dapping Brook and Dirty Meadow Brook, 
rising in Ilolliston and Sherborn) and Med- 
field and Dover on the east (with another 
supply from Stop River; passing through 
Wrentham, Walpole and Medlielu, it passes 
through South Natick, ami takes an easter- 
ly direction. Leaving Natick, it passes be- 
tween Needham on the north, and Dover 
and Dedham on the smith, taking in water 
from West Needham Pond, and from Trout 
Brook, and Nounett's Brook in Dover and 
a small stream from Dedham. In Dedham 
the river takes a strange freak ; it sends off 
a small stream called Mother Brook, to the 
Neponset River, and then taking a some- 
what sudden turn to the northwest, it 
leaves Needluttn on the southwest, ami 
West Roxbury and New ton on the north- 
east, gaining a little strength from smull 
streams on both sides. Having reached 
Weston, it takes a northerly direction, be- 
tween Weston mi the west ami Newton on 
the east, leuving Waltham, Watertown, 
Cambridge, Somerville and Charlestown on 
the north, ami Brookline, Brighton ami 
Roxbury on the south, and bounding Bos- 
ton on the west and north, passes on to 
Boston Harbor. 

The curious connection between Charles 
River and Neponset River, by means of 
Mother Brook, which separates a small 
portion of Dedham near West Roxbury 
from the rest of the town, forms literally a 
large island territory, consisting of Brook- 
line, Brighton, Newton, a smull portion of 
Dedham, Dorchester, West Roxbury, Rox- 
bury and Boston. In its course the river is 
interrupted by several dams, producing 
w ith neighboring scenery picturesque fulls, 
and giving power to many mills and fac- 
tories built upon its borders. E'rom the 
mouth of the river badf'to the lower mill 
at Watertown, it experiences ail the 
changes consequent to the tides, and its 
waters are salt ; hut above that poirt, being 
supplied by brooks running from ponds its 
waters are fresh. 

i buries River passes through four coun- 
ties, twenty six cities, towns and villages, 
uml traverses through all the points of the 
compass it receives its w aters from three 
rivers, nineteen brooks, ami four ponds. 
It lias a population of nun million upon its 
hunks, and represents a valuation of tifteeu 
hundred millions of dollars.

It is u matter of surprise how little 
knowledge some writers have of the geo. 
graphy of the country that they write 
about and on which they seek to instruct 
the people.

There is probably but one port on the 
islands (two including Pearl Harbor; uml 
Unit at Honolulu where the government, 
which ever it limy be. would expend much 
for fortifications or modern improvement, 
and that would not oust any more than Bos- 
ton or New York 
Du the other islands there are open roud- 
steds, and some harbors used by shipping 
and where there are sonic towns, but they 
would require no more defences than are 
afforded our cities on the seaboard in this 
country. 

An enemy might land on the coast of 
Huwuii, Muni or Kauai uml not have any 
more effect on tiie government than would 
uu hostile attack to land and burn tiie 
cottages of Bur Harbor or the cane fields of 
Lousiaiitt. It could destroy properly, but 
not affect the central government at Hoik 
lulu us the islumls me from twenty to liftv 
miles apart, 

True us you quote “President McKinley 
in his inaugural" was ugainst the temp, 
tation of foreign uggression," but it was 
tiie same President McKinley who sent the 
Treaty of Annexation of Huwuii to the 
Senate, uml whose administration is said 
to be strongly for its acceptance, including 
John Sherman, whom you also quote “as 
deprecating the acquisition of foreign ter. 
rltory.” 

President Pierce ill 1854 desired the an- 
nexation of Hawaii and authorized a treaty 
forit. Presidents Johnson, Grunt, Arthur, 
Harrison, all favored the accomplishment 
of the purpose. Secretaries of State 
Webster, Legaro, Clayton, Marcy, Seward, 
Fish, Blaine, Foster, ull are on record ill 
fuvor of the acquisition of Huwuii.

GLORIES THAT FADED 

A LAMENT TO THE PASSING OF THE 
OLD STONE HOUSES. 

Once flic Manwlnnn of the Wcnltli.T, Now 

Given Over to Dog lloMpItnU, Hoarding 

Hoiinch rikI tin* I. Ike Tin- Grand Front 

Step* Aro Grumbling Avm y. 

Time wan, and It was a long tlmo ago 
Ifben the Bfcono front hnimriv of tho city 
Were the* rcHldonccR of tho very bent people, 
and none hut the well to do and eminently 

Hpocla l»lo occupied them. They were tail 
buildings and, although they were consid- 
ered In those clays quito the tiling In tho 
way of correct architecture, they prcRent 
to tho modern trained cyo tho appearance 
of ■tone barracks and are exceedingly un- 
benutiful. In thoue days they enjoyed tho 
distinction of being planted In the midst 
of BpnoiouB grounds, and they looked 
down upon their frame built neighbors 
with n haughty and pelf coiircIour pride. 
Their rooms — and hero they enjoy a 
marked advantage over tho modern built 
dwelling — woro and aro equipped with 
high ceilings and generous proportions of 
length and width, and instead of their 
halls being only largo enough toaocoinmo- 
dnto an attenuated hall tree, they were 
built high and wido, spacious to a degree, 
and wore adapted as semireception rooms. 
Their parlors were adorned with beautiful 
paintings, their floors were covered by tho 
most expensive carpets, their high and 
deep windows were draped with tho finest 
of curtains, uml in many Instances the ceil- 
ings of these residences were handsomely 
nnd artistically doeorated and ornamented 
by skilled artists. 

The ontsido of these houses, with tho 
square blocks of dull yellow, brown, gray 
and reddish brown stone fronting tho 
street, was lyilformly hideous. Running 
from the houso to the street wore, as a 
rule, long flights of stone steps. On tlioso 
steps the owners of the residences were In 
the habit of gathering on Sabbath after- 
noons and evenings to discuss the passers- 
by and gossip the hours away. This habit 
of taking to the front steps of .Sunday aft- 
ernoons and evenings has not entirely died 
out of Chiongo circles, notwithstanding tho 
envious and malignant sneors of certain 
polyglot eastern newspapers. 

In theso old residences many weddings 
were solemnized, and from them were 
borne to tho cemeteries the Inst of all that 
was mortal of a number of Chicago’s old 
tlmo and famous citizens. And then camo 
progress, bringing in Its train now Ideas 
os regarded the eternal fitness of things 
architectural, and the styles In houses wero 
turned topsy turvy. People began to build 
bouses with an Idea of beauty on tho out- 
side as well as of Interior, and just as soon 
ns this Innovation was begun the old stone 
front residence went to tho background 
immediately, for Its exterior was grew- 
Bomo to a degfoe. Tho Idea of a house with 
an approach of 20(1 or 300 feet of stono 
steps was discovered to be a relic of archi- 
tectural barbarism, and rooms, instead of 
being constructed without any angles, 
much as dry goods boxes are built, wero 
made with a view of relieving such monot- 
onous and depressing squareness. The re- 
sult of all this was to set the old style 
houses to one side and leave them high and 
dry on tin* shores of universal progress. 
They woro sold, they were deserted. Tho 
fashionable people left them to luovo nearer 
to the lake or farther into the suburbs, 
Gnd for a time they stood with none so 
poor to do them reverence. 

And then tho owners of these old stone 
forts, t hose ant iquaft*d 4 4 sandstone shacks, ’ ’ 
began to bestir themsclve-j for the purpose 
of realizing a link* interest on their money. 
The first move toward this natural desire 
was to rent these caravansaries to divers 
and sundry hoarding houso keepers. This 
result* d in large numbers of signs, such as 
“Rooms to Let,” “Hoard by the Day and 
Week,” “Hoarders Wanted” and similar 
decorations to appear on the walls of tho 
old tlmo houses. Hut after a time the 
boarding house business began to languish. 
European hotels and cheap restaurants in- 
sidiously sprang up, flourished and 
wrought havoc In tho ranks of tho devoted 
boarding houso mistresses. And ns the old 
bouses were left by the boardors and their 
landladies the problem of utilizing Che 
stone hulks was again before their respec- 
tive owners. 

Now began the Anal step in tho degra- 
dation of the ancient and honorable man- 
sions of yore. They were turned into 
Stores and anything that could he rented, 
and now along Wabash avenue and Statu 
street the change lias brought with it 
6trnnge and grotesque happenings. At 
one stately old house a dog hospital is in 
full blast, and signs depicting dogs in dif- 
ferent stages of distress are plastered on 
the wall. In tiie next square a veterinary 
surgeon holds forth in a venerable pilo 
where years ago one of thu most noted 
citizens of Chicago lived. 

A fashionable tailoring establishment 
holds full sway in another old stone front, 
ami in this house a liny window has been 
built to give a more modern appearance to 
the edifice. Here, where once costly cur- 
tains adorned tin* windows on the second 
floor, gaudy prints of thu latest styles in 
dresses fluunt themselves, and fashion 
plates bloom where rare exotics stood. 

Quite a number of the old houses have 
had their ono time respectability shocked 
by having additions attached to them and 
a saloon and bullet located there. At these 
places it is fair to presume the sour of 
lielial do congregate, and that, Instead of 
the high toned guyety that distinguished 
the old mansion in days and nights gone 
by there arc riotous demonstration and oc- 
casional calls for tiie city chariot which 
halos olTonders stutlonwurd. 

The stone steps, once the pride of the 
old time housewives, are so shattered und 
broken away that they set'll) like thu stojis 
lending to some penal institution. They 
llo not appear to have been washed for 
centuries, so soiled and liegrhnod Is their 
look. Some of these “old timers” have 
been surrounded and coopt d in liy modern 
buildings, and seem to crouch moodily in 
the shadows, dreaming of times lung ago 
when their windows were brilliant with 
life and light, their rooms hung with 
splendid paintings, a retinue of servants 
in the halls and chambers, guests coming 
and going, the sound of childish voices, 
music and batiquetlng, wine, woman und 
song-nil, all the faded glories of the pust.

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THE CITY CHARTER. 


The committee of citizens, who had 
charge of the revision of the city charter, 
and succeeded in getting it through the 
legislature ami in a shape to be submitted 
to the people, are to begin an active canvas 
in its favor ns soon as the summer vacation 
Is over. The charter comes up for adop- 
tion at the next state election, and will be 
the most important question before the 
people of Newton at that time. 

It is a matter In which every citizen is 
directly interested, and they have more 
power in the matter than in any of the 
candidates for state offices, for whom they 
are kindly allowed to vote, but In the selec- 
tion of whom they generally have little or 
no influence, as that is attended to by self- 
appointed managers for purposes of their 
own, without much regard for the interests 
of the people. 

But the charter is a different thing. It 
was prepared by a committee of men from 
all sections of the city, most of whom had 
seen long service In the city council, either 
as mayor, aldermen or councilmen, and 
who had thus had practical experience of 
the defects of the old charter, which pre- 
vented - a business-like administration of 
city affairs. 

These men held a great number of meet- 
ings, talked the whole matter over 
thoroughly, and reported what the majority 
of them had agreed upon as representing 
what the necessities of the case demanded. 
They were a committee of experts, and it 
would have been difficult to have selected 
a similar body of men as well qualified to 
give a wise opinion, from their own practi- 
cal knowledge. 

The changes proposed are in the line of 
progress, such as wide-awake cities about 
us are adopting because they have been 
found to be necessary, and the arguments 
in their favor have been presented to the 
people ami are to be presented again. 

There will always be opposition to pro- 
gress, from those who like the old ways, 
and those who find or think they find per- 
sonal profit in the old ways, which they 
fear to lose if a cliunge is made, but we be- 
lieve the majority of the citizeusof Newton 
are intelligent enough to recognize that the 
present order of tilings is too expensive, to 
say nothing of any other objections, to be 
endured longer, and that a change to a 
more business-like system is so necessary 
to the welfare of the city, that they are 
ready to vote for the new charter without 
further argument. Still no chances should 
be taken, and a thorough canvas should be 
made. 

The death of Mr. Ilenry A. Gane re- 
moves a gentleman who bus dune much to 
make Newton lutnous all over the world, 
as he was one of the must prominent ama- 
teur growers of chrysanthemums, and 
some of the most popular varieties origi- 
nated in liis greenhouses. Although for 
many years a very successful business 
man, business did not take up all his 
thoughts and energies, as it does in the 
ease of most Americans, but be kept up 
other interests, so that when lie came to re- 
tire from business he wm not all at a loss 
for something to make life worth living. 
This possibly may have been due to Iris 
English ancestry, but lie found tin-, life of a 
country gentleman apparently just as full 
of Interest amt happiness us that of a busy 
man of business. So few men know how 
to retire from the treadmill, when they 
have enough for all their wants, but keep 
on until their health gives way and they 
fall in 1 lie harness, without ever having 
hud the time or the opportunity foi rational 
enjoyment. There are so many unhappy 
cases of business men who are forced to 
retire by the fuilureof their health, and us 
they never cultivated uny interests outside 
ul their business, they teel tiiat the} have 
nothing to live for, ami after u few unhappy 
weeks or months, tlieir luck of uny inter- 
est in life proves fulul. Business may 
have become so exacting and competition 
so keen us to take all of a man’s best 
energies, but it is always possible to keep 
11 little corner of one’s mi mi for some out- 
side interest, in preparation for the time 
when every man lias to confess that lie is 
too old to work. Tills would save a man 


! of flic "big four” as they nre called, was I 
1 recently held at Billerica, that town being

Mr. Curtis was a little too much of ama- I 
chine mayor to please a great many people, , 
and this is one of the reasons why the 
Democrats captured Boston it was sup- 
posed by tlie quartet that Alpheus B. San- 
ford had retired In favor of the ex-Muyor, 
but lie now announces publicly that lie is 
still in the field, anti llie “big four” are 
naturally displeased at this interference 
with their plans, and rather sultry weather 
in certain quarters is reported. 

Senator Loupe's term of office expires 
on March 4 , ispsi, and iris successer will be | 
chosen by the legislature to be elected next 
year. Whether there will be any effective 
opposition to bis reelection remains to bo 
seen. Congressman Walker can be de- 
pended on to oppose him, and Congress- 
man Barrett is believed to have some sena- 
torial aspirations, which may crop out at 
the proper time. So far Mr. Lodge has not 
achieved any great success at Washington, 
or done anything which Congressman 
Barrett, for instance, would not have done 
quite as well. The junior Senator’s jingo 
speeches guve Massachusetts a rather 1111- I 
easy feeling that she was being made 1 
ridiculous, 11ml there are those who say I 
that Mr. Barrett would make a better 1 
senator, as he has a higher opinion of the | 
intelligence of the voters tlian Mr. Lodge. | 
Tlie names of Governor Wolcott and Secre- 
tary Long are also mentioned, but tlie tight 
is too far off to arouse much Interest tli is , 
full. 


There is a curious state of tilings in re- 
gard to that street railway location on Hall 
and Centre streets. Tlie railway officials 
supposed it had been granted them, some 
of the aldermen, at least, had that impres- 
sion, and so did the general public. The 
plan was to have tlie tracks go around tlie 
bank, as the city < llicialsat the time thought 
that this would obviate tlie necessity of 
taking the bank grounds. The city engin. 
eer drew the plans for widening Hall street 
with tliis end in view, and it was discussed 
in tlie papers at tlie time it was decided not 1 
to take tlie bank grounds. It does certain- j 
ly seem rather queer to discover at tliis 
late day, that there is no record of sucli a | 
location being granted. But tlie records j 
are all duly approved by tlie aldermen, so 
they must be correct, and everybody was 
mistaken. 


An Honored Citizen,

He doubtless derived a keener 
and more serene enjoyment from tills occu- 
pation than from any other of Ills life. Old 
age is a blessing to him to whom such 11 
temperament is vouchsafed and to those 
with whom lie associates when it oomes so 
gently and happily. 

Among his seedling chrysanthemums 
which took either medals or prizes, limy be 
mentioned the “Mrs. Henry A. Gane,’’ a 
beautiful anemone, tlie “Golden Ball," 
yellow incurve, the “Mrs. Jerome Jones,” 
a white Incurve, the "Mrs. G. A. Gane,” 
the “West Newton,” a yellow incurve, tlie 
“Marcia Jones,” a while iiuem me, etc. 

Most of the seedlings lie originated are 
now to be fonml|iu tlie catalogues of chry- 
santhemum growers both in tills country 
nml Europe, showing that iris skill was 
recognized by oxperts.

Ho simply 
pails on out to *oiv, whipping behind him 
200 yards of silk, and whdfhor he lives or 
whether he dies its former owner knows 
not. He ran only go buck to port and tell 
vain tales of tho size of tho wonder that 
got away. 

Hut if that pplendid rush Ih deflected, If 
the fish dives, if the thumb of tin old band 
be upon tho reel, If tho man to whom the 
bond Is attached is cool of bead and knows 
enough to give his adversary the butt, o 
battle royal is on, for verily tho combat 
between a 160 pound man, sound of wind 
nnd science, and a 160 pound tarpon, pos- 
sessed of the temper of the devil, is a grap- 
ple of the gods. The crazed fish time and 
again leaps three, four, five feet from tho 
water and shakes his head liko a dog in 
his effort to dislodgo tho hook. A mo- 
mentary slack of tho lino is fatal, as with 
tho rapidity of lightning tho sharp tooth 
dose upon the strands above tho snell and 
they are Revered as if with a knife. 

Hut when the terrific struggles have 
grown fainter, when tho stoady, deadly 
strain of the springing rod has sapped tho 
strength of the gallant fooman, when his

Tint ASSESSORS MAKE AX EAUMEfi RE- 
PORT TH AX t’SI AI,. 

The Newton hoard of assessors, nfter 
several weeks of hard work, completed 
their labors late Wednesday afternoon, and 
have announced the tax rate for 1897 to be 
81 0.20 on 81000, a decrease of 40 cents on 
that of last year. The announcement of 
tlie rate so early this year was a surprise, in 
view of the delay last year, when the 
assessors did not complete their work until 
late in September. The decrease of 40 
cents was also a surprise, as many tax- 
payers expected that it would be a great 
deal larger, in view of the rapid strides 
Newton has been milking the mist year. 

Tlie number of polls has increased hho. 
the largest increase yet recorded. The real 
estate valuation shows a gain of 82,323, (150, 
which, with a loss of $316, 450 on personal 
property, leaves a total net gain of 82,007,- 
200 . » 

The changing of the ward lines last year 
cuused a great shifting of property from 
one ward to another, but, witli perhaps a 
few slight changes, the lines this year do 
not differ from those of last. 

The total appropriations this year amount 
to 81,180,4la>.32, covering the state tax of 
$32,077.50, county tax of 843,400.10, and the 
interest, etc., on tlie metropolitan sewer 
construction of 815,001.84.

There are two notable improvements in 
tlie shorthand field, w lileli have revolution- 
ized all methods heretofore known, for its 
requirement and practice. It is now possi- 
ble to represent lunguuge in brielly written 
characters by enough vocal sounds to ren- 
der tlie reading of tlie same unmistakable. 
In fact, modern shorthand is so legible 
Hint the deciphering of it depends but little 
upon tlie subject mutter, or context. This 
means a great deal, not uni) to the practi- 
tioner of stenography, but to the learner 
as well. Skilled writers ill the past have 
become so by a long course ot training 
which lias involved deep knowledge of 
subjects ami highly cultivated memories. 
Today a school boy oan handle technical 
matter and read words without a positive 
idea of their meunliig, after about sixty 
days of the right kind ot practice with tlie 
most improved systems. Hut, in order to 
attain this high proticieucy in so short a 
time unother no less important fact must 
be takou into consideration. It lias been 
found tliut the usual three or four mouths’ 
study of phoiiogruphic principles is more 
ot a hindrance than a help to tlie would-be 
shorthand writer. Educators have come 
to lecognize tliut object teaching is good 
for very small children, and tliut manual 
training is the high road to success in 
learning the trades. The iiillucnce of these 
educational principles is being felt in the 
higher branches, and is uow proved beyond 
question to be of the greatest importance 
in the acquisition of shorthand, a subject 
generally considered to be about as techni- 
cal and difficult to master us two languages.

We find alleged 
i economists in eases prostituting their 
I science to tlie service of their masters, 
while men uf unquestioned attainments, 
] who refuse thus to distort and eoneeul im- 
i portunt truth, and to sell their manhood 
I tor bread, are tried for economic heresy, or 
; dismissed on spurious pretexts, and pructi- 
j cully blacklisted ; a subservient press con- 
cealing, condoning or applauding the act. 

The regents also deny in this circular 
that tlie members of the college faculty 
who were removed some time ago were 
ousted for political reasons. The iiresident, 
a republican, resigned, and au independent 
I wus put in Ills place, of the it members 
of tlie old faculty to whom positions were 
] offered, 12 were republicans.

To tho Editor of the Graphic : — 

In your lust paper a comm anient ion from 
one of the many sufferers of tills city, was 
printed, and it mildly attends to one ubotni- 
uble condition of tilings which has for it 
longtime alfiioted the citizens of Newton 
nnd which should have long ago been 
stopped. 

It is an outrage, to have so many or any, 
steam whistles anil bells torturing tlie air 
mid our ears from 5 to 7.30 n. m. every 
working day, and if tlie ringing of bells on 
holidays and Sundays could be done uwny 
with, few persons would mourn thereat. 

If it is considered necessary by the mill 
owners to arouse tlie whole city, In order to 
comply with an old time custom in arous- 
ing their help, it is time some other method 
was adopted. They could put hells In each 
tenement, which could be rung by electri- 
city from the mill or if tliut was not con- 
sidered an effective method, they could 
send men around with crowbars to pry tho 
sleepy hands out of their beds. Or a sys- 
tem of lines for late arrivals might prove 
efficacious. In these days of cheep clocks, 
all who work, can note the passing hours 
without depriving other people of their 
rest. Atu caucus held in Ward 7 in tlie 
fall of IS! to, a motion was made und a vote 
passed, requesting tlie members of tlie city 
council to abate this terrible abomination, 
but tlie relief was only for a short time 
and it would be well if action, of alike 
character were taken in eacli ward until 
such noises are absolutely abated. If on 
investigation it is found impossible to con- 
tinue tlie manufacturing business in our 
city, without tho ivhistle and boll accom- 
paniments, It might be well for the city to 
establish and maintain one “Gnbriel’s 
trumpet” and sound it each morning once, 
for “all hands;” if u charge of, say 810 per 
annum, for each and every mill or factory 
hands, was made upon tlie mill employing 
them, tlie citizens might feel somewhat 
consoled by tlie thought that their taxes 
were being reduced by this plan.

The Causes of Corns and Bunions.

Tlie feet are surely pliant members when 
they can endure tlie vuriformed slices tliut 
from time to time coinpol them Into new 
habits with caeli new pair put on, yet they 
rarely rebel or give real trouble unless 
barbarously neglected. Corns und bunions 
are more often tlie result of wearing old 
slioes than in n wrong selection of now 
ones. A constant change of footgear inures 
tlie foot to variety, and even those who 
coniine themselves wholly to the reudy- 
mudeurticle need suffer no ill effects if they 
will keep their shoe supply ns carefully re- 
plenished as is the rest of the wardrobe. 

It is one of the most fallacious ot 

practices to attempt to economize by wear- 
ing obi slioes about the house, unless they 
possess all their buttons, have straight 
heels and soles, and are daily brushed and 
aired, as are their newer fellows. < inly in 
tills way may tlie ankles be continually 
braced into straightness and the toes al- 
lowed to move gently in au almost straight 
direction. When tlie foot is thrown out of 
| balance by worn-down heels, the toes, at- 
I tempting to retain a level position, perform 
prehensile feats which resemble liio action 
of thu forebears some scientists have as- 
cribed to us. Moreover, the combined heat 
and moisture of this normal foot burdens 
tlie leather of the continuously worn shoe 
into permanent creases, which in turn 
render the foot extremely sensitive, and a 
struggling against its hard environment 
enlarges the joints and causes local dis- 
tress.

Russell's 
"Impressions of Mount Rainier," nnd 
Molly Elliott Seawall's "True story of 
Cnmnmnditiit l.iovro.” Four color Plates 
accompany Marguerite Merlngton’s ''Dus- i 
tie Fnleudar." Mr. Walter A. WyeknlT be- 
gins the account of bis adventures ns a ( 
"working man," und highly amusing is 
Mr. Stockton’s tale of “The Duller-I’od- , 
Ington Compact.” 

Tlie three lending items In the August 
Harper's are .Mr. Diehard Harding Davis's 
graphic narrative of “The Inauguration" 
of President McKinley, w ith pictures by 
Gibson und Thulstrup, F. Ilopkinson 
Smith's drawings and letter-press illustra- 
tive of the Hungarian Exhibition, nnd Part 
\ of Poultney Bigelow's survey of "White 
Man's Africa.” Dr. Henry Smith Williams 
continues his report of “The Century's 
Progress in Physios.” Fletcher Osgood 
Inis tin interesting account of tlie campaign 
w hich tho State authorities of Massachu- 
setts are waging against tlie gypsy moth 
within the limits of that Commonwealth; 
and there is a lively story of Indian war- 
fare bv Frederic Remington, illustrated by 
himself. The usual variety of fiction anil 
poetry enlivens tho intervening pages. 

The peculiar quality and llavor which nro 
fast giving tlie Atlantic u unique place 
among the monthlies are ugniti marked in 
the August number. It is lirlni ful 1 of read- 
ing of immediate interest for nil minds 
which are for something more than the 
mere pasting entertainment of n story and 
something less than tlie in nvy discussions 
of the reviews. The interior of tho Atlan- 
tic is like a salon. Here are the brightest 
minds, in handsome and courtly personali- 
ties, with good manners, and edifying con- 
versation on important topics. The num- 
ber begins with a forcible plea in bolinlf of 
“American Forests" by the Mr. John Muir 
who lias written olsewhere on Aluska, as 
noted above. The gossipy Hr. Blrkbeek 
Hill begins a characteristic annotated read- 
ing of "Some Unpublished Letters of Dean 
Swift.” Two striking compnii ion studies 
follow, one of "A Typical Kansas Com- 
munity," by William Allan White, tlie 
other of un equally “Typical Massachu- 
setts Shoe Town,” which might bound we 
guess Is Brockton, by Alvun F. Sanborn. 
Three articles which closely succeed throw 
tlie light of tlie fact or fiction upon various 
aspects of Southern character and life. 
There are next two thoughtful papers on 
defects in the criticism, tlie art, and the 
literary work of tho time. Of live unsigned 
(editorial?) articles which complete tlie 
number one takes up tlie forestry discus- 
sion started by Mr. Muir and carries it a 
point further. 

It may be of interest to tlie rending pub- 
lic to know that tlie orders for Mr. 1 fall 
Caine's The Christian preceding actual 
publication made it necessary to order a 
third printing before tlie book was actually 
published and distributed. It is unneces- 
sary to say, in view of tlie well-known 
success of "The Manxman,” that eacli 
printing order wus exceptionally large. A 
popular demand which necessitates three 
such editions before publication is so un- 
usual in the experience of publishers that 
the fact is likely to prove of general inter- 
est.

CAPTAIN IIALLEE. 


They nmdo anything but n warlike ap- 
pearance, these four old “line officers" 
who sat at a littlo table in the snug corner 
of a cafe near the Army building In White- 
hall street, comfortably sipping thoir tod- 
dy, smoking and talking over the old 
timos, but every one of them had smelled 
powder and heard the scream of sholls, 
and they were living over again the days 
of their service In tho field through tho 
tales that each one told. 

“You will find,” wild Captain Havelock, 
a white haired veteran, who had served 
through the war of the rebellion and 
nearly a score of tho Indian campaigns fol- 
lowing It, “one entry among those In tho 
largo urmy register which runs as follows: 

44 ‘Haller, George. Horn in Prussin, ap- 
pointed from army second lieutenant Fif- 
teenth infantry, 28d Decoml>cr, 1804; first 
lieutenant, 2ttd Decomber, 1804. Trans- 
ferred to Twenty -fourth infantry 21st Sep- 
tember, 1800; captain, 10th July, 1808. 
Transferred to Eleventh infantry 25th 
April, 18011. Died 8th June, 1802.' 

“It is like many another entry in that 
register, which embraces tho names of all 
officers who have over held regular com- 
missions. And you may wonder how it is 
thut 1 remember it ull so distinctly. 1 
will tell you. " 

Hero the old soldier paused, blew a cloud 
of 6innko from his cigar toward tho ceil- 
ing, looked around the table at the other 
old veterans who had just listened to a 
story from Lieutenant of tho kill- 

ing of “Black Hill" Hiekerstoth, a Texan 
desperado, and then went on. 

“'Died 8th June, 1802/ so tho register 
says, hut this may or may not bo correct. 
No one so far as I know is alive now to 
tell just where George Haller did dio. I 
myself fixed the date in the register from 
tho best evidence I could colloct, hut that 
is all I do know this, however, that after 
serving a ‘gallant and meritorious’ four 
years, rising from tho ranks toa captaincy, 
George Haller, one of the bravest, truest 
men that ever fought under the llag, was 
dragged to death at tho heels of horses by 
fiends in human guise Tho mystery of 
Ids death was never wholly laid hare, hut 
parts of it were disclosed, and his whitened 
hones were brought to mv quarters in a 
gunny sack. Hut, Lord bless mo, 1 am 
pulling tiie trigger ahead of time. 1 have 
never told tho story before, and tho cir- 
cumstances are known to few besides my- 
self. 

“Liko Lieutenant , 1 was ono of 

the unfortunate devils exiled to Texas 
shortly after the close of the war and was 
sent with my company — I was a captain, 
then, just promoted — to the capital, Aus- 
tin. Wo were camped in tents on a I dull 
outside tho town, overlooking tho Colo- 
rado river, and had a large post — that is, 
our force consisted of half a dozen troops 
of cavalry and eight companl s of infantry, 
the idea being that in case of trouble in 
tho surrounding country wo could send 
out detachments sufficiently large to put 
a stop to it There was trouble enough, 
the Lord knows — horse stealing, cattle 
stampeding, plunderings, murders and 
what not. So that we had our hands full 
most of the time. 

“About a month after we had estab- 
lished our garrison — that is, about the 
middle of May, 1802, ono day there limped 
into camp a distressed looking negro, with 
blistered feet. and a haunted expression of 
face that was pitiable. 

“ ‘Fo* de good Lo’d’s sake/ he pleaded 
with our commander, ‘sen ev’ry Union 
man yo’ alls got hyar up to Cumer’n. Guh 
L ight foot an lils’n is done murder'd ov’y 
nigger in Milam county.' 

“Not to trouble you with the vurlcd de- 
tails of tin* darky's story told in the pe- 
culiar dialect of the race and plentifully 
interspersed with prayers and oaths im- 
partially distributed, we learned from him 
thut G us Lightfoot, a daring young des- 
perado, who had for some time terrorised 
Milam county just as tie- lieutenant’s 
friend Hlckorstoth did MeClomnan, had 
only the Sunday previous perpetru ted a pe- 
culiarly atrocious crime and hud conduct- 
ed a wholesale butchery of defenseless ne- 
groes at Cameron uided by a dozen choice 
spirits, which lie had gathered about him. 

“This butchery, according to our sable 
friend, hail taken place while the little 
Methodist church in tie* village was crowd- 
ed with blacks who hud gathered to attend 
the funeral of one of their numbor. Light - 
| .xjf had arranged ills plans systematically, 
for while tiie services wi re in progress ono 
of ids gang had fastened the church door 
to prevent exit, and the ot tiers hail taken 
up positions at tiie windows, thus com- 
manding tiie interior. 

“On a signal tiie entire baud began 
emptying their revolvers into tiie terror 
Stricken mourners, causing an indescrib- 
able scene. Home 20, the courier said, had 
been shot to death, men anil women, and 
as many mure wounded, lie himself had 
cseapini from the church, leaving ills wife’s 
dead body lying there, where it might l»o 
yet for all he knew, lie had walked da > 
and night ui tli lie had reached Am tin. 
where he hui heard there were soldiers, 
uml that was ill except that he assured us 
that ull the blacks in the country would 
need burying If we did not hurry men to 
the scene. 

44 While tho story impressed us we could 
hardly credit the fuels — we were new to 
Tcxus then. So it was nut deemed neces- 
sary to send a force of men to Cameron, 
which lay soire 50 mill's id insist of us, 
until more w is Icarutxl Some were for 
seudlug purl of u aoiuiuiuy or a small de- 


tachment to 'Investigate. It was at this 
point that George Haller stopped forward. 

44 'It strikes me. said he, Mint there is 
no need of hurrying off a lot of men on 
what may In* a matter of no importance. 
There may lie, after all, very little In this 
fellow's story. lie has probably l»een 
frightened, and his Imagination lias run 
away with him. Now we ran find out 
much more easily what truth there Is to 
the ease. I used toilo a little solitary work 
during the war, and 1 would rather enjoy 
trying my hand at it again. I will go up 
to this plaee, and if it Is advisable to send 
troops, why I will l>e back to lot you know 
before tho end of tho week.’ 

“There were a number of us who advo- 
cated George Haller’s going, and, God 
help mo, I was one of them. He did go, | 
and none of us again saw him alive." 

The white haired captain** vole© died 
away, and ho was silent. Then a slight 
shiver passed over him, and he shook hlm- 
solf together. 

“Haller refused to take oven an orderly 
with him.

Another virtually Isolated, and from 
many points of view factitious, lot Is that 
of the young czar of Russia. Consider it 
for a moment. A little black visaged man, 
so ordinary In appearance that he might 
he passed on the street unnoticed many 
times a day, a young fellow of character, 
©motions and mental traits no moro 
Bfcrongly marked than those of countless 
other young lads, is the ruler, tho father, 
of moro than 100, 0U0, 000 of human beings. 
Thoir happiness and misery and the fate 
of Armenians, Moslems and Greeks depend 
largely on his wish and whim today. The 
responsibility, tho isolation, the artificial 
restraints, the apprehensions of such a life 
arc unique and monstrous. 

Still stranger is the fate of two men 
who, as stated by Mr. Frederick Hoyle, are 
human gods They are worshiped by a 
race dwelling in the mountains of Cam* 
hod in. They inherit their position ns god. 
As soon ns one of them succeeds to this 
office, he is sent to a tower in t ho moun- 
tains, where he lives alone for a year, Blip- 
plied with food by his people, who leave It 
within his reach, hut do nut speak to him. 
There aro seven of theso towors, and the 
wretched deity spends a year alone In each. 
At tho end of seven years he is allowed tc 
return to tho world if lie is alive nnd sane, 
but the solitude usually ends In his death 
or idiocy. 

It is worth our while to consider some 
times such slinngc, abnormal lives, to sot 
more clearly how much of our own happi- 
ness comes from t lie homely, common, 
everyday blessings that are the birthright 
of every man nnd woman, and for which 
wo seldom remember to thank God. —

MRS. HESING’S DOLLS. 

A Chicago Woman IIha the Flnent Col 
lection In tho World. 

The finest collection of dolls in the conn 
try, or perhaps in tho world, is owned by 
Mrs. Washington Huslngof Chicago. They 
were gathered together in her many 
travels around the world. It is a collection 
of over 100 dolls, each one of which is tiie 
exponent of the manner in dress or cos- 
tume of some well known or out of the 
way corner of Europe. 

There aro peasant dolls from Norway, 
Sweden, Russia, Holland, Franco, Ger- 
many and Italy. There arc representatives 
from Lapland, Iceland and all the frigid 
zone. There are dolls dressod In tho cos- 
tume of the better classes in Franco and 
Great Britain. There is a lady from the 
Turkish harem. There ure dolls from 
Chinn and Japan; Indian dolls from Alas- 
ka and the great west; a doll monkey 
from thesouth sea islands, nnd representa- 
tives from the four corners of the glolx*. 

The collection has been the result of ten 
years’ growth, and is the pride of Mrs. 
Hesing’s heart. To her it is priceless and 
beyond the reckoning touch of a computer 
in dollars and cents. Mio takes the most 
extraordinary care of them by protecting 
their bisque ami waxen faces from the 
glare of the sun and tiie devastation of 
dust microbes liy keeping them in a large 
glass ease. This ease has an ebony frame, 
with glass sides and front like a bric-a- 
brac call! net, and is shelved with glass 
plates. It stands fully 6 H feet high, and 
is completely tilled with dolls, which are 
arranged in ii standing posture on wooden 
pins or props. 

And one thing which would delight tho 
heart of any child and which every little 
housewife demands in her play is the fact 
Hint every doll can lie dressed and un 
dressed. To the mock mother of 10 a doll 
with permanent clothes is a fraud. 

One of tiie rarest dolls in Mrs. Heslnp’s 
colloct inn is a terra cotta figure, about 10 
Inches tall, which came from tho Convent 
of San Martino, just outside of Naples. It 
is 200 years old and Is one of the most per- 
fect ami exquisite pieces of terra cotta 
workmanship that has ever left Italy. It 
Is dressed In ii costume of course silk and 
represents a peasant woman of the fif- 
teenth century. There is only one othor 
doll like it In the world. — Philadelphia 
Press.

THE TAX If ATE REDUCED. 


The reduction of the tax rate will be 
good news to every citizen of Newson, as it 
shows that the increase in the value of 
taxable property is more than keeping up 
with the expenses. Much praise should 
be given to the assessors for their faithful 
work in ferreting out property to tax, and 
also for the success of their efforts tills 
year, to make their report at about the 
same time as the assessors of other cities. 

The reduction of 40 cents from last year’s 
rate is gratifying, and it is hoped that 
there xv ill he an even grenter reduction 
next year, in order to get the rate down to 
the old figures. 

It has required the utmost watchfulness 
to secure such a desirable end, and the 
killing off of many improvements that 
were in themselves desirable, but which 
the city could not afford in its present 
linanciul condition. The city council of 
this year lias been more successful than 
the one of last year, in keeping within the 
appropriations, as so far they have only ex- 
ceeded them by $0000. East year's council 
made an excess of over $18,000 front Nov. 
1st to Jan. 1st, and this of course appears 
in the tax rate. It will require close econo- 
my and self-denial, for the balanoe of the 
year, to keep within the appropriations, as 
some of the committees have beeu very 
lavish in their expenditures, and there can 
be no extra appropriations of $10,000 for 
new sidewalks, or for any other schemes. 

The truth is, Newton has been living 
rather fast for the past two or three years 
and improvements have been made on a 
very extensive scale. Had it not been for 
the new boulevard, and the great amount 
of new buildings there and in the different 
villages, the tax rate would have gone 
above twenty dollurs, hut fortunately the 
city's income 1ms increased along with the 
expenses. 

Hut it is a good time now to call a halt, 
and forego any improvements not absolute- 
ly necessary, until we get rid of our great 
burden of interest charges, which will only 
be four or live years, when even at a low 
tux rate the city will be able to afford litany 
things which can not now be thought of. 

The summaries of the assessors' figures, 
by wards, will be an interesting study, 
especially as compared with last year, as 
they show the rapid growth in wealth of 
certain sections, which until recently made 
very little progress. One noticeable feature 
is the decrease in personal property, which 
seems to be the case in other cities. Even 
under the best efforts of the assessors, 
probably the larger purt of this kind of 
prouerty escapes taxation, and the men 
who ask to iiuve their estates marked up 
because of a too low estimate are very few. 
Only one man last year, we ure told, went 
to City Hall and asked tu have his tax 
marked up several hundred dollars, because 
lie thought he ought to puy a fair tax on 
his personal property, hut unfortunately 
he is no longer a resident. 


where, ns in city conventions, if two wards 
should combine on one candidate, and 
the other wards are split up as they usually 
are, the two wards would not have to seek 
a combination with any other ward, but 
could nominate their man on the first 
ballot, and some candidate who was not 
at all acceptable to the rest of the city 
would be the nominee.

It is now said Hint all the lirown profes- 
sors who signed the tetter in favor of I’resi- 
dent Andrews will have to go, either voltili- 
rily or otherwise. Congressman Walker is 
said to bo in favor of having some of them 
disciplined, if not cashiered, anti evidently 
only such professors are wanted as will 
hold all their opinions on nil subjects sub- 
ject to to the approval of Mr. Walker and 
his friends. Whether such men would ho 
desirable teachers for young men is a very 
doubtful question. President Andrews, 
recently, in speaking of the future of 
Brown snys: “People living away from 
Rhode Island and New England will not 
send their children to n community w hore 
there Is such a narrow and selfish spirit. 
The leading men of tills country would not 
support a man who quailed. A matt who 
lays dow n, who quails when the fight Is on, 
is of little use in this world. The most 
ilctestahle thing which can be encountered 
in any community is a lot of windbags. 
We would not expect to see men sending 
tlioir soils to mingle with such a class.” 


Cot.. Ai.iikut Ci.ajikk of the Home 
Market Club und Wellesley hud an amend- 
ment passed at Hie lust legislature to tho 
election laws, which it has just been dis- 
covered does away with all necessity for a 
majority vote ut all nominating conven- 
tions, except those for state ollleers. The 
amendment provides that if one-fourth of 
the delegates ask for a roll-cull, it shall be 
tuken, und the person having the largest 
number of votes shull lie declared to he the 
nominee of the convention. Col. Clarke 
said in the debate on the question that ids 
only object wus to make delegates show 
their hands. He argued tliut if his amend- 
ment wus adopted tliut delegates win were 
pledged to one candidate by tiie caucuses 
which elected them would not dare to vote 
otherwise, whereasut present no one knew 
how tiie delegates voted. It is said tliut 
his experience in the congressional conven- 
tion wus responsible for Ids interest in a 
change which would luukcit impossible for 
delegates to go hack on a candidate, hut 
none of the legislators seemed to he aw are 
that this amendment did away with tiie 
majority vote, and they all profess great 
surprise now tliut their attention is called 
to it. it is rather uncomplimentary to Col. 
Clarke to claim tliut he did not know the 
full scope of the measure he advocated, 
and the politicians ure ull much excited 
over the news. If there ure more tliun two 
candidates, the cue tliut bus the lead cun 
capture the iioiuiiiutioii, and there will be 
no long contests. The change is in viola- 
tion of the spirit of Hie Australian ballot 
law, which has been tiie object of many 
ultucks by the politicians, and it makes it 
eusy for a man who lias nought up a certain 
number of delegates, to find out whether 
he gets Hie goods or not. Tiie secrecy that 
lias heretofore existed wu claimed to he in 
tiie interest of pure politics, as men w ould 
not be so apt to try to buy votes with no 
certainty of getting them. The change in- 
terests people in Newton, us well as else- 


Somk of the daily impels are devoting a 
good deal of space to an effort to get up sym- 
pathy for the returning European travel- 
lers, who have to pass such strict exam inn* 
Hints at the hands of the custom inspectors, 
and pay a duty on all they bring in, over 
the limit of $100. Hut ns the greut majority 
of the people in this country never go to 
Europe, and as those who do go are able to 
pay the tax, the sympathy will not he very 
widespread. The experience is probably 
very unpleasant, but it will serve as an 
object lesson, and teach the travellers that 
the tariff is a tax. Before this regulation, 
it was the regular thing for Hto.se who had 
been most instrumental in getting high 
duties levied on foreign products, to import 
such things as personal baggage, when re- 
turning from the trips that enlarged profits 
made possible, Now- they have to pay the 
taxes, the same as every one else, and the 
regulation is one of the most praiseworthy 
features ot the Dingley-Aldrlch-Jones 
tariff. It teaches some obvious truths in a 
very forcible if unpleasant manner. 


Qovkrnok Pino bee has had a good 
deal of fun made of him, but if every city 
hud a l’i agree this country would he freed 
from many dangers which threaten it to- 
day. Briefly summarized, the results of a 
six-years' light with monopolies in Detroit 
are: Three-cent fares on 63 miles of new 
street railways, with better wages for 
street railway employes and shorter hours 
of labor ; a municipal electric lighting plant, 
by which tho streets and public buildings 
are lighted fnr better and more cheaply 
than was ever done by any private corpora- 
tion ; a new telephone com patty to compete 
with the Bell monopoly, which has brought 
down tiie cost of telephone service in the 
city 00 per cent, within u year and a half- 
If l’iiigree could do sc much us mayor of a 
city, what could not u man of like honesty 
and fearlessness accomplish as President'? 
Possibly this question muy occur to some 
of the political parties.

Modern whale hunting. 

The tinge Mntnmnl. Now Panned With 

Explosive I.nnces Fired From Cnnnnn. 

Tho weapons with whlob a well armed 
modern whaling vessel Is equipped are 
p reliably the most savage and deadly 
known to warfare. Tho enormous strength 
of the average whale makes tho contest 
with n small boat, even under the most 
favorable conditions, very unequal. 

Captain A. K. Folger of New York, oth- 
erwise known as “Whale Oil Guss,’’ who 
has spent 30 years on whaling vessels, lots 
ncetinittlated a very curious collection of 
these deadly weapons. Tho most, harbnr- 
ous Is a bomb Inner. In winding the main 
object of the hunter is to soourely fasten n 
harpoon In the whale’s flesh. Tue old 
style of fishing consisted In merely throw- 
ing n barbed harpoon at a whale with sttf- 
fleient force to fasten It In Its body. It 
often happened that thlserndo Instrument 
was torn out of the flesh and the whalo 
was lost. 

The bomb lnnco consists of n long, thin 
cartridge, at tho end of which is fixed n 
very sharp steel Inline. Tho bomb laneo 1 b 
fired with great nceurnoy and force from n 
gun especially constructed for the purpose. 
The bomb Is provided with a fuse, which 
Is set on fire automatically when It la dis- 
charged and hums for throe seoonds before 
exploding the bomb Itself. This gives tho 
bomb time to strike tho whalo and become 
Imbedded In Its flesh before It explodes. 
These bombs are filled with a pound of 
powder, so that the result of tho explosion 
Is very likely to bo fatal. 

The bomb harpoon Is constructed on the 
same general plan, except that the har- 
poon Is much heavier and the honth much 
larger. This Interesting weapon Is fired 
from a gun weighing 250 pounds or more, 
tho Imrpoon itself weighing about 40 
pounds. A rope Is attached to tho end of 
the harpoon, tho other end of which is, of 
course, held In the boat. It Is customary, 
Captain Folger says, to open Are on a 
whalo with the light musketry, a bomb 
lance nr so, and then immediately to fol- 
low with a broadside of Itoitib harpoons.— 
New York World.

The wilderness presses close up to the 
town, nnd It Is wonderfully rich and lux- 
uriant.

Wild roses are B inches in 
diameter und ferns 10 feet high, nnd, 
strange to say, ull this exuberant vegeta- 
tion Is growing on moraine muterlul that 
hns been scarcely moved or modified In 
any way by postglacial agents. Rounded 
miissos of hard, resisting rocks rise every- 
where along tho shore nnd in the woods, 
their scored and polished surfaces still un- 
wanted, telling of a time, so lutuly gone, 
when the whole region lay In darkness 
beneath un ull embracing mantle of loo. 
Even In the streets of the town glaciated 
bosses ure exposed, the telling inscriptions 
of which have not been effaced by the wear 
of elthur weather or travel, nnd In the 
orchards fruitful boughs shade the edges 
of glnclul pavements and drop apples und 
pouches on them. Nowhere, ns fnr us I 
have seen, are the beneficent Influences of 
glnclorN made niiinlfost In plainer terms or 
with more striking contrasts. No tale of 
enchantment Is so marvelous, so exulting 
to tho imagination, us the story of tiie 
works nnd wuys of snow flowers banded 
together as glaciers and marching forth 
from their uiiouiiipiuuntH on the moun- 
tains to develop tho beauty of luiulsoapcs 
and muko them fruitful.

FREE DISCUSSION IS NEEDED. 


T|| K CONOHl:il ATIOX AI.I8T THINK* THAT

(Extract from n ('niiprc'C.illmmllst Kitltorfnl.) 

The trustees of Brown University have 
placed themselves squarely on the ground 
that its president might not to support the 
leading plank in the platform adopted by 
the Democratic party in the recent political 
campaign. Their reason is that those op- 
posed to that platform will withhold gifts 
from the university. The professors in 
their protest state that nearly all of them 
are opposed to President Andrews's views 
on the free coinage of silver. Still it is a 
question of public policy demanding dis- ( 
mission. Educated young men especially 
ought to understand it. They ought to 
know all that can be said in its favor as 
well ns against It. The fact that most of 
the professors oppose it, while the president 
defents it, guarantees that the students of 
Drown will have fair opportunity to con- 
sider it. A university w hose faculty is re- 
quired to be united concerning any import- ! 
ant subject on which public opinion is 
divided is no place for a young man who 
seeks to be educated into intellectual inde- 
pendence. Funds for a university given 
under such a condition would hotter be 
w ithheld. We have already suffered too 
much as a nation, politically and religious- 
ly, through attempts to educate young 
people by presenting to them only one side 
of great questions or by allowing tiem to i 
hear the other side only from those who 
are opposed to it. 

We believe that the position of President 
Andrews on the question of free silver is 
wrong. We are sure that his position on 
the question of freedom in education is ' 
right. We rejoice in the manly protest of | 
the professors who support him. Any man 
has the right to plant a school and pre- , 
scribe what shall he taught in it so long as 
he furnishes the money to support it. 1 
Men who arc ready to promise to teach 
what is prescribed, whether they believe it I 
or i ot, have the right to contract to do that j 
wink. The result is sure to be a poor ! 
school, poor or dishonest teaching and weak 
scholars, if wo wait long enough. But for 
our universities we plead that they may be I 
encouraged to have higher aims. Let \ 
young men and women be taught that they ' 
will find truth best by looking at great 
questions fairly on all sides. I.et their 
teachers know that they are required to be 
honest and diligent, but that their opinions 
on these questions are not marketable. 
I.et professors, presidents and trustees 
frankly speak their minds and give their 
reasons for differences of views. 

The purpose of the college is not to bring 
its scholars to membership in any one re- 
ligious denomination or political party, or 
to keep them there. It is to Interest them 
in thinking, to teach them how to think, to 
encourage them in right methods of thing- 
ing and to help them to coutidcnce in the 
conclusions formed by their thinking. The 
real benefactors of educational institutions 
would not throw away their money to pro- 
mote the conlinuud dominance of creed 
which it is the purpose of education to ini- 
prove upon, or to a party which experience 
may show has outlived its usefulness. Let 
us educate men and women to independent 
judgment founded on competent minds and 
unassailable integrity, and trust in God to 
move men and women of that sort to fur- 
nish the necessary funds.

The Bullough’s Pond Scheme. 

The Bunker & Tradesman has the fol- 
lowing in regurd to the scheme for the de- 
velopment of Uullough’8 l’ond which it 
confuses with Boyd’s pond, and build- 
ing a new boulevurd from the railroad to 
the pond : 

“That part of Newton in which Boyd’s 
pond is situated, and which borders on the 
Watertown line, is to be greatly improved 
ifthepluns approved by the park commis- 
sioners of that city are carried out. The 
pond is situated partly in Wutertown, and 
some time ago, it became a nuisance. The 
city of Newton took the matter in hand 
and the water of the pond was drawn off. 
An act of tlie legislature allowed the city 
to make extensive improvements, and 
elaborate plans were prepared which pro- 
vided for a handsome park, with a pond in 
the centre, around which were gravel 
walks, flow er beds and shrubery. Noth- 
ing further has ever been done ubout the 
matter until recently, when it has again 
been taken up, and the park commissioners 
have advertised for bids for carrying out 
the work, so that uu estimate of the 
amoiiiit necessary to be appropriated by 
the city may lie made. 

Parties owning neighboring lund huve 
offered to the city a number of thousand 
square feet with the restriction that the 
improvements as planned originally are 
carried out. The lund thus ucquired will 
allow u connection with the new Jackson 
boulevard, w hich extends from Washing- 
ton street, Newton, and runs to I’earl 
street. The opening of this boulevard will 
be u very important factor in the develop- 
ment of many acres of valuable lund which 
otherwise would probably lie unim- 
proved.” 

Newton bus no purk commissioners us 
yet, though no one cun tell how muny 
omnmentui officials we -hull have in the 
lieur future, and the boulevard ulluded to 
will have to w.iii some years unless t lie 
landowners to be beuelitted should unite 
and build it, as they could well ufford to 
do.

Letter from Westfield. 

To the Editor of theOmphlc: 

My annual vacation epistle this season 
dates from my native town of whip re- 
nown. Who that hears tlie crack of a 
whip does not think of old Westfield, which 
lively village lias the reputation of supply- 
ing more whips than any, and nerlmps all 
other towns in New England, and here, 
also, tlie weed is rolled Into more cigars 
than I dare to mention in quantity and 
quality. These two industries have largely 
built up tlie town, though farming is still 
carried on in the region round about ns a 
supply for the home market. 

A year or more since the Lozier Cycle 
Co. from Cleveland, I think, was induced 
to come hither on the promise of a free 
plant and u generous contribution from 
private subscription, and several large, 
capacious and Imposing brick structures are 
erected and equipped awaiting the advance 
"agent of prosperity" to appear and set the 
wheels in motion, which are now silent 
and protitless. The company have erected 
a village of residences; on tlie doors of 
many of them tlie “To Let" cards betoken 
the folks nre not at home. A hotter state 
of things, how ever, are anticipated in the 
near future, and a lively degree of hope is 
fondly nourished. 

A few days preceding my arrival here, 
there occurred a genuine sensation in real 
estate development. Placards of the New 
England I. and Development Co. from Bos- 
ton, I think, with a large circulation of 
pamidilct literature illustrated, decorated 
tlie fences mid show windows, announcing 
a great auction sale of house lots in High- 
land Park, w est of the village, and prizes 
of 5500, Sffoo, 8200, etc., were offerred to 
any purchaser who would build the first 
residence complete In the shortest time, tlie 
cost value not to he less than $2500 above 
the ground. Two wideawake contractors 
from Sprlnglield ami Holyoke siezed the 
opportunity, and with as manv mechanics 
repr seating every department of house 
building, from foundation to chimney top, 
one close upon the heels of the other, with 
u score of supply teams loaded with stone, ; 
brick, mortar and lumber, and ul least 25 or 
Ho men in each gang, the two buildings he- i 
ing about 20 rods distance from each other, j 
Like legislative sessions nearing adjourn- 
ment. night work was u necessity, and as ; 
soon as the sun went down, gas, kerosene 
and other artificial illumination was resort- 
ed to, that no time might be lost. Plumb- 
ing, piping, lntheing, plastering, papering 
mid painting was ail going on ut tlie same 
time, und workmen touching elbows, us 
thick us girls ut a bargain counter, were 
hurrying to and fro, hardly having time to 
sup or sleep, till the 5th day signalled 
“time up," both houses completed uud tlie 
rivnl gangs discharged, one contractor 
claiming three minutes and twenty-nine 
seconds ahead of the other. Tills was a 
veritable house race and close by the horse 
racing truck of Wurrenace Park. As yet 
tlie umpires have not uwarded tlie first und 
second prizes of five and three hundred 
dollars to tlie time contestants, and no easy 
job is their's. Areliltectually these resi- 
dences arc more than ordinarily line look- 
ing, well proportioned, contain ubout nine 
rooms each, with all modern improvements 
uml iippliunces, including electric connec- 
tions und the superficial observer will say, 
fairly well finished, but us things done in 
hot haste in dog days opens u question of 
durability mid liability, which experts in 
such mutters cun hardly help noting, our 
last call near the end hour to tlie race was 
made specially interesting in watching to 
see which was uhead, tlie plasterer or the 
paper hanger, as tlie former usually lias 
precedence. In this case, however, it was 
nearly "nip and tuck" with a slight chance 
for dispute. I hope to get at the actual 
time, cost and quality of tlie rival structures 
before 1 leave, with u view of arranging a 
similar contest on one of tlie out laying 
boulevards in our “Garden City.” 

Tlie-e two residences of rapid growtli 
are now under guard ugulnst encroach- 
ments to curious visitors like myself with 
uencil and note book, though there is noth- 
ing to be curried away, but crude impres- 
sions of rather crude workmanship in 
house building. The time figures which 1 
liuve noted above, include asphalt mid con- 
crete wulks, for tlie old chup who stands 
guard ut one of the houses says that only 
five days, two hours mid a traction was 
consumed from start to finish. He was 
not under oath. 

The unction sale of the lots oil tills 
Broad way section of tlie Highlands, with 
the numerous prizes offered to bidders mid 
purchasers, was equal to a circus parade of 
tlie Bariium type, for in addition to the 
preliminary advertising, there was music 
by a popular band, parade ami procession, 
which drew together thousands of tlie town 
and country round ubout. Great was tlie 
boom, mid tlie promoting company threat- 
en to Invade other sections of New Eng- 
land with n like sensation. Your corre- 
spondent will not remove liere for tlie 
present, though ubout three quarters of a 
century ago he awoke the echoes of tlie 
valley a half a mile distant by bis first cry 
foi food mid raiment. 

1 have hardly time nor have you splice to 
note uny side trips, of more Interest to me 
1 1 1 a 1 1 tlie casual reader. An excursion to 
Springfield, notably, through its beautiful 
Forest Pink, which, since my last visit 
here, lias grown into a thousand acre 
pleasure resort with nil the attractions, 
which modern skill, taste and liberal ex 
peiidlture could devise. Bless tlie park ap- 
propriations here and everywhere, so far ns 
the) are made free to the pe pie, rich und 
poor alike. I have uot|iiientioiled another de- 
lightful outing uud overlook of tin- Connec- 
ticut valley, known as "Mount Toni,” or 
Thoinns if you please, opposite Holyoke, 
it is simply line und with its modern im- 
provements it is drawing crowds. 

' Much wet und more of it, is the common

, dared to venture away without uinhrollit 
accompaniment. Tim furiners are out of 
till patience with the bureau of weather

The grout canoe race between the All 
Canadians and tlie Wnwheivnw tts, held at 
Clayton. N. V., last Friday, resulted inn 
victory for the men from Boston and 
vicinity, and was productive of great 
enthusiasm all along tlie mile row. It was 
a grand struggle from first to last, and the 
.Massachusetts boys turned apparent de- 
feat into a glorious victory, finishing in one 
of the cleverest sprints that lias been seen 
in n race of w ar canoes. 

The All Canadian war canoe was 
manned by 15 picked Canadians, among 
whom were tlie first, second and third 
winners in tlie trophy paddling, uud tlie 
vlcc-cnintnndnrc of the northern division 
of the American Canoe Association. The 
Wuwhownwu war canoe was manned |by 
nine Americans, including three vice-com- 
modores of tin* Eastern Atlantic and 
Central divisions of the American Canoe 
Association and Louis Hall of Newton, 
stroke, Wellington Wells of Cambridge, 
starboard stroke, and Louis -S. Drake of 
Auburndaie, helmsman. 

At the word the Americans were tlie 
first to get the water, hitting up a stroke of 
5o to tlie minute, while Hie Cnnndinii Ii it it 
up to 72, and in u short time, it looked us 
though tlie Massachusetts boys were done 
in tlie first half of tlie game, for they were 
losing ground rapidly. Strokes Hull and 
Wells were, however, perfectly satisfied, 
and Helmsman Drake watched the work of 
the opposing faction with great careful- 
ness, uud, passing tlie word along, tlie 
stroke was hit up to ion u minute. At the 
three-quarters the nose of each canoe 
passed the Hag on a line. It was anybody’s 
race. The Canadians could not hold their 
own. They fell behind, but Just before 
tlie finish they again increased their speed, 
and, with one canoe lapping the other, tlie 
two crossed tlie line, the Americans slight- 
ly in tlie lead. Tlie Canadian team claimed 
the race, but the judges gave tlie victory to 
the American team by one-third of a 
length. 

The A. C. A. camp was consequently In 
an uproar, and the nine victors owned the 
camp.

A City Without Taxes. 

A reform movement is going on in tlie 
city of Glasgow with such marked success 
that by act of purliunieiit tlie city corpora- 
tion has been empowered to carry out the 
work in which philanthruphy and privute 
efforts have hitherto failed. 

U Oder tlie Improvement Trust Act, passed 
more than thirty years ago, tlie city con- 
demned the wretched tenements and 
erected in their places tlie best form of 
sanitary buildings containing two, three, 
four and five room apartments, at rentals 
of from $H to $17 u month. Tlie water and 
gus rales ure merelv nominal uud ure paid 
to the city. There ure over six thousand 
people accommodated hi this way. 

This plan bus been so well managed that 
tlie income dir, veil, not only covers in- 
terest of investment, cost of maintenance 
and all incidental expenses, but lias ac- 
cumulated a sinking fund which will, 
sometime, pay for debt incurred in the 
purchase of tlie condemned property uud 
tlie construct ion of tlie new. Tlie city 

authorities have under their care, city 
farms and markets, dairies, libraries, 
scientific schools. Tlie city lias been able 
to greatly reduce tlie cost of service to the 
public by tliis ownership of lighting plants, 
street cars, water works, markets, etc. 
So excellent is the credit of the city that it 
is iilile to borrow money ut 2 1-2 per cent, 
uud the success of the system is so great 
that the entire revenue is derived from its 
public works and institutions, and tlie 
hours of service of tlie public employes 
liuve been shortened und their daily wages 
increased, X. \. x.

THE BLUE HOUSE. 


Hero Is thi’ story that my Undo .Toon, 
Who died recently, used often to tell me: 

Yon know, lie would soy to me, Mint my 
business onllod mo often to the four quar- 
ters of Fiance. I noticed on one of my 
Journeys, nour the outskirts of Dijon, 
which Is called Blnlsy Has, » littlo eottngo 
of strange aspect ami of still more strange 
color. 

Tho first time I noticed It — It Is fully JO 
years since then — It was at a slopping of 
the express train. In the garden in front 
of It n little girl was playing with a doll, 
a child of about 10, very fair and rosy, 
dressed In a dainty spring dress and with 
a blue ribbon In her hair. She was very 
protty. I was not happy that morning. 
Business had not gone well, and I was re- 
turning to Paris sad and preoccupied. 
This sudden vision in the tiny gnrdon 
calmed me. Was it llio beaut Ifni day, tho 
charm of tills little girl and tho beautiful 
country that I wns looking at? I said to 
myself, “One must bo happy’ to live here; 
Bo sorrow, no weariness.” And I envied 
tho littlo girl her childish carelessness and 
gayety. 

But the train started to move. At tho 
samo time one of the windows of the house 
wus oponod ! 

"Lauriuo!" a voice called. 

And the littlo girl went in. Baurine — 
the name was pretty, and an hour nfter- 
wurd In the idleness of tho journey I 
thought of It again, and I saw once more 
the child, the doll, the garden and the lit- 
tle blue house. Then all was jumbled to- 
gether, grew faint and was forgotten, the 
more boomiso for a long time I had no 
business 111 that part of France. 

I went often to the north of France or 
to the east, now to 1 ,i lie, now to Nancy, 
and you understand X had other things to 
think of. About ten years passed thus, 
when olio fine day I set out for Marseilles, 
and on my return tho old memories re- 
turned to me. I took tho night express in 
order to pass through Blulsy-Bus In the 
morning. It was still there, tho blue house, 
of n well faded blue now, and, moreover, 
It seemed to me that it bad u less well 
cared for, less well kopt look tlmn former- 
ly, but In the garden u tall girl was seated. 
She was very fair and with a pink ribbon 
In her hair. It. was Lmurine. I recognized 
her at once. Near her was u young man, 
very prepossosslug iini^unimatcd. her fiance 
without doubt, mid around them was tho 
samo smiling calm, tho same peace of 
mind. 

1 was positively quito happy, quito 
moved myself, and when again tho train 
started 1 loaned from my window and, 
waving my hand, nodded my head and 
cried : 

“Farowcll, Milo. I.mirlno!” 

Tile young girl looked nt me quite aston- 
ished. Then the young man. They burst 
out, laughing, and still from my window I 
watched them waving their handkerchiefs 
at me. I was delighted. 

Year after year passed. I was nearly 
always on the Marseilles rood, hut busy, 
very busy. Each time I wus forced to gain 
un hour or two by taking tho fast express 
that passed Blaisy-Bus in tho night with- 
out stopping. At last one day, less busy 
than before, I took tlioeveulng train which 
stops at Blaisy-Bus in the morning. How 
many years laid passed since Mint lirilo 
scene in llio garden when I had seen Luti- 
rlno with her lluneo? Twelve, or porhups 
16 years, I don't remember. 

Tliis time, when the train stopped in 
front of the little station, tliero was in tile 
garden only a small boy, with unkempt 
huir, playing with a great dog stretched 
on tlio grass. Was I not to see Ijiuirlne? 

1 was already quite sad, when the little 
boy began to call : 

“Mamma, mnnimn, the train!" 

Then a lady stepped outof the house. It 
was certainly she, a littlo less fair, hut 
nevertheless I recognized Iter at once, and 
looking at her quite tenderly 1 discreetly 
raised my hand to my lint. Shu answered 
my salutation a littlo surprised. Shu was 
indeed always the same, us simple and 
amiable ns her own life. On departing, 
to mark my passage with a little souvenir, 

I tossed nil orange to the child ill the gar- 
den, and saw it roll down the torruco fol- 
lowed by tho big dog. 

Them came tho most eventful period of 
my life. It was a short time after tills 
that 1 made my great journey to Turkey — 
so eventful, so full uf sudden ehangus, 
that today, after so many years, I seem to 
speak of a dream. Huw many ups lind 
downs 1 hud before 1 made my littlo for- 
tumil It was down there, you know, that 
I was shipwrecked on tliu Black sea. You 
can Imagine if in that life 1 thought often 
of 111 it lay Mas and (lie blue bouse. Alt, 
well, on tliu sinking ship, in that ominous 
hour when 1 was separated from deatli 
only by a plank, it was still that memory 
that crossed lay mind as dear and precise 
us in the llrst hour. I said to myself: 
“My poor Jean, tills will leach yuit to 
travel around the world. If you had been 
willing to live quietly, liko your friend 
Luuriuu, lit some blue house under the sun 
of Burgundy, such tilings as tliis would 
not have liappuntd to you either. ” 

I escaped nevertheless, and 1 have often 
told you how. You know of tho Holland 
ship that passed, us tlieugh by a miracle, 
at the end of two duys, when my strength 
was spent.

FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 

The Rpoed of Ducks ami Swallows on the 
Wing. 

Thoro has been some cllflferenco In the 
conclusions of observers us to the relative 
height above the oorthand moro especially 
ns to relative velocity of movement In the 
semiannual flight, north or south, of some 
of our migratory birds. Judging from nil 
that has been ohsorved, It seems probnblo 
that tho velocity of some of theso far trav- 
elers has been exaggerated. Careful 
measurements by means of thoeloud theod- 
olites used by tho observers at the meteor- 
ological station at Blue Hill in Milton, a 
few miles south of Boston, have shown 
that tho observed flocks of northward go- 
ing wild geese woro nt an elevation of 900 
foot abovo tho son level, and that the vel- 
ocity of flight was 44.3 miles an hour. 
This also is about the height nt which a 
flock of wild ducks flew, and tholr velocity 
was 47.8 miles an hour. These velocities 
aro nowhero tho speod with which wild 
ducks hnvo been credited, for those swift 
birds have been said to fly nt a rate exceed- 
ing 100 miles an hour. 

That ducks do at times exceed tho rate 
noted by the Bluo Hill observers seems 
very probnblo, but It is by no means cer- 
tain that they ever fly at such a velocity 
ns 100.8 miles an hour, as somo observers 
have asserted. Just what velocity would 
be requisite in a duck striking the heavy, 
projecting glass of a lighthouse to drive 
his bill down Ids throat may bo a difficult 
problem, hut tho fact itself has been noted, 
in tho case of at least a number of ono 
flock of ducks that had boon flying south- 
ward on their autumnal migration, and 
were picked up nt the foot of tho light- 
house tower on Anastasia island, near St. 
Augustine, Fla. Sweeping on in the dark- 
ness of a cloudy night, tho ducks had fol- 
lowed tho increasing beam from the light 
and dashed down upon the thick hut clear 
glass wall with the efl’ect abovo mentioned. 

Very likely a velocity of (50 miles an 
hour would suffice to drive a duck’s bill 
down its throat, and it may bo a question 
whether tho ducks ever roally fly at a 
much greater velocity than (50 to 70 miles 
an hour. Thoro aro other migrating birds 
— notably the swallows — that seem to fly 
ut least as swiftly as the wild duck. As 
to elevation, it seems probable that few’ 
migrating flocks of any kind travel at a 
greater height, except in going over moun- 
tains, than about 1,000 to 1,500 feet. The 
smallness and indistinctness of high flying 
flocks of geese, seen. i ugly so far up as al- 
most to blend with the gray skv and to 
render their far cries almost inaudible, 
would all l.o produced if these large birds 
were fly ing at an elevation no greater thun 
1,500 to 1,800 feet. — Hartford Post. 


Fishing Doric*. 

The American fishing vessels are schoon- 
ers. You can tell them by the dories 
which, when not in uso, aro “nested" — 
set ono inside tho other — on deck. An 
ordinary ship's boat usually 1ms a ring in 
the bow and stern, into which tho ropes 
by which it is hoisted aboard aro hooked. 
A dory, however, has a long eye in tho 
painter, the rope at the bow, and in tho 
stern a ‘‘beuket” — a loop formed by pass- 
ing a rope through two holes. 

There arc five dories to the average fish- 
ing vessel, and two men to a dory, besides 
the captain and tho cook, who remain 
ubonrd while the dories are out. The first 
thing the dories do is to "run their gear” 
— set their trawls. A trawl is a line, about 
a mile long, from which a thousand hooks 
hang by smaller lines. At each end of the 
trawl is a keg float. The kegs of different 
vessels are identified by distinctive little 
flags and marked with tho vessel's name. 
The kegs are anchored, and that part of 
the line to which hooks are attached rests 
ou the bottom. 

On a forenoon in tine weather the dories 
will “underrun” tho trawls — will begin 
taking them lip at one end, and as fast as 
they take a fish off tho hook, will rebait 
and throw t lie line over, hook by hook — but 
iu the evening they take up tho entire 
trawl, return with it to the vessel, halt up 
ubourd and set tho trawl again. — Gustav 
Kobbu in St. Nicholas.

The: state treasurer's statement of the 
ftltnncial condition of the Commonwealth 
is Interesting as showing that we are in 
the swim, along with other states whose 
debts are rapidly increasing. Tito direct 
debt 1ms increased almost $2,000,000 since 
the first of January, and this will remind 
taxpayers how fast state expenses are in- 
creasing. The total net debt of the state Is 
$27,053,688, against $27,178,155 on Dec. 1st 
last, lint some $17,ot)0,ooo of this is loaned 
to the cities and towns who desire to avail 
themselves of the state credit, so that the 
net debt of the state itself is 820,041,720. 
The increase is duo to the state house job. a 
very expensive affair, the abolition of grade 
crossings, of which Newton gets some bene- 
fit, and boulevards, parks, state highways, 
nnd other improvements that are so fiercely 
demanded. Tax Commissioner Eudicott 
says that when he finished his term at the 
state treasury in 1881 , all these modern ex- 
penses had not been dreamed of, and as the 
Inst state bond came due in IIXmi, they did not 
see how the state needed to have any debt 
after that date. Iiut today, he says, not 
only is the state incurring heavy expenses 
which were not dreamed of then, but the 
cities and towns are plunging into expense 
worse than ever. The tax levies are com- 
ing in this year rapidly now, and, lie says, 
that they will average higher tlmu last 
year. In his opinion it is time for the peo- 
ple to call a halt in their public expense 
and see where they stand. The total tax- 
able real estate in Massachusetts, by the 
latest figures of the secretary of state and 
Tax Commissioner Eudicott, amounts to 
$2,040,200,614. The taxable personal pro- 
perty amounts to $1,330,158,350, making a 
total of $3,370, 354,000. The estimated 
value of property belonging to the state on 
July 25, 1897, was $18,270,000. 


Sun atoms Ho a it ami Lodge were the 
chief speakers at the Inspection of the 
Sandy hay breakwater at Rockport. it 
rained and so only u few inspected, Imt all 
were present at the dinner, and both our 
senators were rather indiscriminate in 
their praise of river and harbor hills.

ment of our commerce, and to bring hack 
the carrying trade to our own vessels, and 
the way to do tiiis, lie thought, was to 
fortify every harbor und build up our 
navy, two projects tliut would extiuu it the 
biggest kind of a surplus, but it is dilticult 
to see how they would in any way. build up 
our commerce.

Con. Clarke's caucus amendment 
promises to furnish no end of complication 
for Hie political conventions this fall, nnd 
minority candidates who believe that they 
have the lead in the number of votes will 
he sure to claim the privilege of a roll-call.

The platform of the party will 
he Governor Wolcott and His administra- 
tion, and a better one could not be found.

BIRTH OF AN ICEBERG. 

flow tin* llluc Crystal Island Grandly 
Burst* Its Glacier lined*. 

John Muir, tho discoverer of tho groat 
Muir glacier, writes of “The Alaska Trip” 
in The Century. Mr. Muir says of the 
glacier that boars nis name: 

The number of bergs given off varies 
somewhat with tho weather and tlio tides. 
For 12 consecutive hours I counted the 
number discharged that wore largo enough 
to make themselves hoard like thunder at 
a distance of a mllo or two and found the 
average rati* to bo one In five or six min- 
utes. The thunder of the largest may ho 
heard, under favorable circumstances, ten 
miles or more. Whon a large mass sinks 
from tho upper fissured portion of the 
wall, there is first a keen, piercing crash, 
then a deep, deliberate, long drawn out, 
thundering |>nr, which slowly subsides 
into a comparatively low, farreaehing, 
muttering growl; then comes a crowd of 
grating, clashing sounds from the agitated 
bergs that dance in the waves about tho 
newcomer as if in welcome, and these, 
again, are followed by the swash and roar 
of the berg waves as they reach the shore 
and break among the bowlders. 

But the largest and most beautiful of 
the bergs, instead of falling from the ex- 
posed weathered portion of the wall, rise 
from the suhmorged portion with a still 
grander com motion, heaving aloft nearly 
to tho top of tho wall with awful roaring, 
tons of water streaming like hair down 
their sides, while they heave and plungo 
again and again beforo they settle in poise 
nml sail away ns blue crystal Islands, free 
at last after being held fast as part of a 
slow crawling glacier for centuries And 
how wonderful It seems that Ice formed 
from pressed snow on tho mountains 200 
or 800 years ago should, after all its toil 
and travel In grinding down and fashion- 
ing tlio face of the landscape, still remain 
pure and fresh and lovely in color! When 
the sunshine is pouring and sifting In iris 
colors through tho midst of all this wilder- 
ness of angular crystal ico and through 
the grand, flame shaped jets and sheets of 
radiant spray evor rising from the blows 
of the falling bergs, tlio effect is indescrib- 
ably glorious.

DIDN’T MAKE DIAMONDS. 

The Professor Thought He Could, but the 
Experiment Failed. 

Many ambitious alchemists have spent 
time and money in tho effort to produce 
diamonds, but one, only one, has had the 
oourago to oomo before an audicnoe and 
show how it could bo done. 

Professor Crooko, says the London Mail, 
lectured at tho Royal Institute on dia- 
monds. A fter an exhaustive talk on their 
origin ho said : 

“And now I will make n diamond.” 
He gnvo instructions to his assistants, and 
it scomod to be the easiest thing in the 
world. “What you have to do,” he ex- 
plained, "is to liquefy carbon and then 
compress it, and there are your diamonds. ” 

So lie placed some puro iron in a cruci- 
ff:o with a little charcoal for sugar, and 
put tho crucible in an electric furnace. 
Tho highest temperature which scientists 
can measure is 3, GOO degrees, which is 80 
times hotter than a sweltering summer’s 
dny. In that, crucible the hout was be- 
yond the limit of accurate measure. Tlio 
switch was turned, a blinding flash of 
light tilled the room, the apparatus becamo 
a hissing, spilting, devil’s caldron. Tho 
attendants wore bluo spectacles and gloves. 
Ladies put up their fans to protect their 
eyes from the terrific glare. Tho furuuco 
spat out molten metal like the sparks 
from a squib The heat was kept in or 
the room would have been unbearable. 

“Now,” said the professor, “tho cruci- 
blo has been in the furnace for five min- 
utes. I shall takeout the iron and plungo 
it in cold water. The outer skin will con- 
tract around the central liquid with a 
pressure of from 16 to 20 tons to tlio Inch. 
Under that pressure tho liquefied cur bon 
will crystallize, and in a fortnight there 
will be diamonds. ” 

Tho povor was removed, the caldron 
hissed more furiously than over, and — and 
the ) rofossor turned to ills audience with 
a disconsolate look. 

Tho crucible had burst. 


A Baby Prince In the Harem. 

Richard Davey, in his book “Tho Sul 
tan and His Subjects,” thus describes the 
beginnings of a prince In the harem: 

“"'he baby prince’s infant years urc 
spent, in the harem with its mother and 
nurses. This, of course, is as it should be, 
but those who are familiar with harem life 
declare that the mother lives in constant 
terror lest her child should be done away 
with in some my. terious manner by one 
ot her many rivals, especially if the baby 
has the remotest chance of ever succeeding 
to the throne. Suppose, for the sake of 
urgument, that it grows up. When it 
reaches its tenth year, it is handed over to 
a lalla (male attendant), whose duty it is 
to watch ovi r it day und night. Presently 
to this functionary is added a mullah, or 
priest, who teaches the rudiments of edu- 
cation, and, above all, those of religion 
und of the Koran. By the time the boy is 
12 or 18 French and Italian professors 
from Pera are brought to the paluce, who 
teach him a smattering of several Euro- 
pean languages, but no consecutive system 
of education is carried out, and the child 
is soon surrounded by parasites and flat 
terers, whose solo obeet is to obtain coin 
pie to control over him, so that in tho event 
of his su eliding to the throne they may 
beul) powerful through his means.”
